developments before the Grand Jury will 
result in the indictment of at least one 
high official of the Carnegie and perhaps 
of another official in another banking in- 
stitution in which Robin was largely ia- 
terested. 

The scope of the Grand Jury inquiry has 
broadened to such an extent in the last 
two days that it can no longer be called 
an inquiry into the tangled affairs of the 
Carnegie Trust Company exclusively. De- 
posits in nearly a score of banks with 
which the Cummins group had dealings 
are now under scrutiny, and efforts are 
being made to trace whatever significance 
there may be in the dates of loans to the 
Cummins syndicate and the deposits of 
city funds. 

Mystery of a City Guarantee. 

The mysterious withdrawal of a $150,000 
bond guaranteeing city deposits to the 
extent of $150,000 In the Nineteenth Ward 
Bank has already figured in the official 
inquiry started by Robin’s confession to 
the District Attorney, and several of the 
bank officials who have appeared before 
the Grand Jury are believed to have been 
questioned closely concerning this trans- 
action. This guarantee bond is alleged 
to have been surrendered in the Summer 
of 1910, at a time when the city still had 
a deposit of $200,000 in the Nineteenth 
Ward Bank. It is alleged also that while 
the $150,000 bond was in existence the city 
deposit was always in excess of’ the 
amount of the bond. There is not a dollar 
of city money now in the Nineteenth 
Ward Bank. 

Another development yesterday which 
throws a side light on the manner in 
which William J. Cummins met City 
Chamberlain Charles H. Hyde at the time 
Cummins and his associates were en- 
deayoring to bring ready cash into the 
Carnegie Trust, was the making public 
of a letter purporting to have been writ- 
ten to Mr. Hyde by Jordan J. Rollins, 
counsel for the State Banking Depart- 
ment and legal adviser for both William 
J. Cummins and Clark Williams, former- 
ly State Superintendent of Banking. 

This letter to the City Chamberlain 
praises Cummins in glowing terms and ex- 
plains that Cummins was on a friendly 
footing with Clark Williams as late as 
March, 1910, was a welcome visitor at 
Mr. Willlams’s house, and was generally 
looked upon as an able and responsible 
financier. 

Those who have an intimate knowledge 
of the Carnegie Trust Company investi- 
gation say that this letter was written 
four days before the Carnegie Trust was 
chosen as one of the city depositories and 
received a deposit of $250,000 of the city’s 
money. Cummins was then Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Carnegie 
Trust, and his close friend and associate, 


Joseph B. Reichmann, was President. 
The letter was under date of March 19, 
1910. It was on March 23, 1910, that the 
Carnegie Trust Company received the 
quarter of a million dollars city deposit. 
Later the City Chamberlain made other 
deposits, amounting at one time to $1,000,- 
OOH}. This million-dollar deposit was aft- 
erward shaved down, at the suggestion 
of the City Controller, to $650,000, which 
was still on deposit when the Carnegie 
Trust closed its doors on Jan. 7. On that 
date the actual amount of cash in the in- 
stitution’s treasury was about $50,000. 


The Letter to Mr. Hyde. 


The letter pturporting to have been 
written by Mr. Rollins ts as follows: 


2 East Forty-fifth Street, 
March 19, 1910. 

My Dear Mr. Hyde: Mr. Cummins tells 
me that he may have occasion to afford you 
some information regarding himself and his 
associates in corporate enterprises here in 
New York, and has suggested that I state 
in the form of a letter something of what I 
know regarding them. It gives me the 
greatest pleasure to comply with this re- 
quest, 

I first met Mr. Cummins about a year 
ago, being introduced to him at the home of 
the Hon. Clark Williams, where he is a 
most welcome visitor. From that time until 
the present I have been very actively in- 
terested in watching the progress he has 
made in extending and strengthening his 
position here in the city and the affairs of 
those corporations with which he has identi- 
fied himself. I cannot speak too highly of 
the results he has accomplished. He has 
shown himself to be a man of great force, 
full of earnest desire to accomplish worthy 
things, unceasing in his application to busi- 
ness, untiring in his energy, and above alla 
most loya! and faithful friend. 

I know from many sources and careful 
inquiry that in the City of Nashville and 
throughout the State of Tennessee he is 
held in the highest regard and friendliest 
esteem by many, if not all, of the most in- 
fluential business and financial leaders of 
that section of the country. I am pleased 
to note that he is fast making like assoclia- 
tions here. I know that through his instru- 
mentality Mr. Carnegie and his business 
representative, Mr. Franks. are manifest- 
ing an interest in the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany, which they did not feel prior to the 
election to its Presidency of Mr. Cummins’s 
devoted friend and associate, Joseph B.

LITTLE FOR DAMAGE CLAIMS 





Large Sums Growing Out of the Madi- 
son Square Explosion in 1901 
Remain Unpaid. 





| Agitation for a safe and sane Fourth of 
July has wrecked the Pain Manufacturing 
' Company, the largest and best-known ot 
the fire works companies of the United 
States. The spread of the movement for a 
sane Fourth” is the reason given by 
‘the majority of the Directors of the com- 
pany for its present unprofitable condi- 
tion in a petition addressed yesterday to 
Supreme Court Justice Guy. He granted 
‘the Directors’ application for an order 
to all persons interested to show cause on 
|May 10 why the company should not be 
| allowed to dissolve. 
Claimants for more than $500,000 dam- 
'ages for accidents and fatalities against 
the company are affected by its insolv- 
ency. According to the petition only $10,- 
' 000 unincumbered assets remain to pay 
' $145,000 of claims. There is only $23.98 in 
the treasury at the present time, the Dit- 
rectors say, to pay the claims, and the 
rent for the cOmpany’s quarters in Park 
Place is long overdue. What forced them 
to take the steps for dissolving the cor- 
poration, the Directors say, was a judg- 
ment for $211 which they have no means 
to satisfy, 


Henry J. Patn, the fire works head, Is 
at present in London, England, and has 
refused to answer repeated requests that 
he return to this country and face the 
situation which the agitation for a ‘‘ sane 
Fourth of July” celebration has forced 
upon his enterprise, his fellow-Directors 
say. They ask permission to dissolve on 
the ground that the company’s property 
ie.” insufficient to pay its debts and to 
afford réasonable protection to those with 
whom it deals,”’ 

The Directors joining in the application 
fur dissolving the company sre Willlam 
J. Hawson, Vice President: Charles M. 
Reynolds, Harry Temple, and Annette T. 
Kiefer. Each holds five shares of stock. 
Henry J. Pain holds 475 shares and James 
Pain, Jr., five shares. Neither joins in 
the petition. The capital stock of the 
company consists of 500 shares of a 
stated value of $100 each. In the days 
of the company’s prosperity these shares 
were worth several times their par value. 

In their petition the majority Directors 
allege that they are the supervisors and 
managers of the Pain Manufacturing 
Company and its subsidiary enterprises. 
The corporation, they say, was estab- 
lished on April 5, 1900. Certain of the 
creditors whose claims are past due and 
are unsecured have made pressing de- 
mands in the last few weeks, they de- 
clare. 

Chief among the claims against the 
company is that of the American Ex- 
change National Bank, which holds a 
$14,000 note of the Pain Manufacturing 
Company. This note is secured by a 
chattel mortgage, given on May 1, 1910, 
on al] the stock, machinery, and fixtures 
of the company. The collateral for this 
note, according to the majority Directors, 
amounts to $30,343. 

As a result of the demands of creditors 
and the continued absence of Pain, in 
spite of repeated demands for his return 
to this country, the Directors say they 
caused an inventory to be made of the 
company’s assets and Habilities. These 
liabilities, they say, are $160,000, includ- 
ing the debt to the American Exchange 
National Bank, which is the only secured 
obligation. The nominal assets, they as- 
sert, are $282,000, but the real assets are 
Cnly the $30,348 which is pledged ag col- 
lateral for the note before mentioned. 
This leaves only about $10,000 of “ free 
good assets”’ to satisfy the $145,000 
claims. 

Of the assets remaining they Ist be ogi 
as “doubtful,”’ and $199,698 as ‘“ bad.’’ 
The eg is an indebtedness, they state, 
due from the Pain Pyrotechnic Company 
a Maine corporation, which has managed 
the exhibition part of the company’s fire- 
works business. They list this indebted- 
ness as ‘‘ practically valueless.”’ 

“The reason,’ the Directors assert, 
“for the condition of the company, is that 
the business conducted by the corpora- 
tion does not begin until June and runs 
|for several months. The main business 
is done around and immediately previous 
to the Fourth of July of each year. But 
for the last few years and since the 
movement for what is commonly known 
as the ‘sane Fourth’ has spread over 
the country, the volume of business of 
the company has steadily decreased, so 
that at the os moment the amount 
of business the company is enabled to do 
is not sufficient to warrant its contin- 
vuance in business under the belief that 
dissolution may possibly be averted.

GAMBLING ROOM RAID 
CLOSE 10 TAMMANY 


‘Flynn's Men Drop Through the 
Skylight Into a Fortified Place 
Opposite the Wigwam. 








DESCEND ON THE CRAP TABLE 





Three Hundred Men at the Games and 
Around a Racing Blackboard—Four- 
teen Taken on Warrants. 





What the police describe as the most 
elaborate ‘‘combination poolroom and 
gambling place” in the city was raided 
yesterday by Second Deputy Commis- 
sioner Flynn in whirlwind style. 

As the Deputy Commissioner’s force 
came through the poolroom’s glass sky- 
light and slid down a rope to the crap 
table 300 men, many of whom were fash- 
ionably dressed and some of whom plead- 
ed with Commissioner Flynn to keep their 
names secret, were found clustered around 
half a dozen gambling tables and a black- 
board on which names of wisning horses 
of late afternoon races in Southern cities 
were being chalked up. 

It was right opposite Tammany Hall 
that the raid occurred, and it brought a 
crowd so big that it blocked the Four- 
teenth Street crosstown cars for half an 
hour. 

Fourtcen men found tn the poolroom 
were arrested and taken to Police Head- 
quarters, either on a charge of maintain- 
ing the poolroom or of being common 
gamblers. 

These men were followed to Police 
Headquarters by many friends who were 
said to have Tammany affiliations. Only 
a shurt time after they had been taken 
there Magistrate Moss came to Head- 
quarters and said that he was prepared 
to admit them to bail if it could be fur- 


ticlan, also appeared and gave the house 
at 23 East Third Street, valued at $100,- 
000, as bail. 

The big gambling room was in a rear 
extension at 148 East Fourteenth Street. 
The building it occupied cannot be seen 
from the street, and it is reached by 
means of a long vestibule which runs be- 
tween a hat store and & museum. It 
has long been known as being run by a 
man called ‘‘ Beansy,”’ and used to be 
run by one named Wolfer, who died re- 
cently, an@ whose widow is said to have 
married “Larry ’’ Hart of the fraternity. 

Evidence was obtained and the raid is 
regarded as the most creditable of all 
Second Deputy Flynn has made since he 
began applying Secret Service methods to 
the gambling evil. y 

The front entrance to the poolroom was 


protected by four different doors of va~. 


Flous degrees of stréngth, between each 
of which stood a burly “ lookout.’ The 
one weak point of the fortress was its 
glass skylight, and Deputy Commission- 
er Flynn’s success in obtaining knowledge 
of this was cited last night as an example 
of his generalship. 

Between the vestibule and the inner room 
is a glass door. Then comes an ice box 
door of heavy wood. Further in is a steel 
door and lastly is another wooden door. 
To break through the four doors would 
have been a stupendous task. Flynn and 
his men only made a pretense at doing it 
yesterday. 

Detectives had obtained entrance into 
the place by pretending to be gamblers. 
They saw enough to be able to lay before 
their chief an exact chart of the 
resort and to be able to lay before 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo, earlier yester- 
day, enough evidence against the alleged 
proprietor and his staff, fourteen in all, so 
9 the Magistrate issued warrants for 

nem. 

Deputy Commissioner Flynn and ten of 
his personal staff of detectives appeared 
at the front entrance of the gambling cita- 
del at 5:30 o'clock, and began battering on 
the outer vestibule door with a sledge 
hammer. They made more noise than 
harm, and the gamblers, after the raid 
was over, admitted that, as they stood 
around the tables inside they laughed at 
the futility of the attack. 

Suddenly a crash was heard overhead and 
a shower of glass fell. Then a rope dang- 
led down’through the skylight and down 
the rope slip Policemen Thompson, Diese!l- 
bach, and Carleton, representing the 
flanking party of Deputy Commissioner 
Flynn’s assault. The three policemen, 
with Lieut. Collins and Policeman Putz, 
had climbed over the fence from Thir- 
teenth Street and had ascended to the 
roof of the single story extension, in 
which part of the gambling was going on, 
by means of a ladder. 

After Collins and Putz had let the other 
three policemen down the rope they ran 
through the crowd of panic-stricken gam- 
blers and, opening the doors leading out 
to the vestibule, let in Flynn and the rest 
of the party, who had made a feint on 
the ae from the front. 

While the 300 gamblers were still too 
dazed to notice details, they were being 
lined up before the cashier’s cage. They 
were made to walk past the window. 
They couldn't see the detective who had 
slipped inside the cage, but he could see 
them. As the hidden detective recognized 
the fourteen men for whom he had war- 
rants, he would cali out to his fellow-of- 
ficers who were marshaling the line: 

“That is John Proprietor. That is 
John Cashier. That is John Faro 
Dealer.”’ 

Thus ifdentified, the warrants 
served on the fourteen. The names and 
addresses of the other 300 were taken 
and they were allowed to leave. 

At Police Headquarters, the man known 
as “John Proprietor ’’ in the warrant said 
he was Simon Beham, 37 years old, a 
speculator, living at 133 East Thirteenth 
Street. Deputy Commissioner Flynn said 
he believed the man was really named 
Rosenfeld and that he was president of 
the Hesper Club on Second Avenue, which 
was raided by First Deputy Commissioner 
Driscoll, with spectacular effects, several 
months ago. 

Among the men who were in the resort 
and who were released after their names 
and addresses had been taken, was a 
prominent lawyer of this city whom the 
Deputy Commissioner recognized with 
surprise. The lawyer said he had gone 
there merely ‘‘ to see a client.’’ 

Four policemen from outside of New 
York were also among the 300 men who 
were allowed to go. Each man’s pockets 
and papers were scrutinized by the police 
before he was allowed to depart. 

Mr. Flynn said the place was finely 
equipped for its purposes. It occupied the 
ground floor extension and the second 
floor of the main rear building. 

By a threat to blow open the safe, 
Flynn forced the proprietor to open it. 
It contained a roulette wheel, a faro box, 
a hazard outfit, and $8,000 in money. The 
money was partly in rolls of $100 bills. 
But there was a mass of bills of smaller 
denominations which seemed to have been 
carelessly thrown into the safe without

For him it was not difficult to trace the 
man in New York, and with his story of 
being a murder fugitive himself, to per- 
suade Heidemann, himself out of funds, 
tc accompany him in a flight about the 
country to elude the police. 

Together this man and Heidemann trav- 
eled about. Never did they remain more 
than a day or two in one place. Each 
t.me the detective was ready with the 
excuse that he feared the police were 
about to catch up with him. Thus they 
traveled, the suspected man getting no 
rest for body nor respite from the con- 
stant efforts of the detective to worm 
from him the secret which compelled him 
to flee before all strangers. 


Fooled with Another Murder. 


As the weeks stretched into months 
without the slightest sign of weakening 
on the part of Heidemann the detective 
determined upon a desperate expedient to 


shake Heidemann’s composure. It was 
three weeks ago, and the couple were in 
Rochester when the detective determined 
on the subterfuge. He arranged with 
representatives of the bureau here, and 
an operative was hurried on to Rochester 
with full instructions which would enable 
him to co-operate with Heidemann’s com- 
panion. 

Then the latter took the young German 
for a walk in the woods. Both were 
armed, as the detective had insisted that 
at any moment ne might have to fight 
for his life and liberty. The detective 
suggested that the lonely woods offered a 
splendid opportunity for a little target 
oo and he drew his revolver and 
lazed away at a stump some distance off. 
He missed his mark and invited Heide- 
mann to try his skill. The young nursery- 
man fired also. Scarcely had the report 
of his shot died away when a man 
staggered, screaming from the woods, to 
drop in a heap, apparently dead, and al- 
most at their feet. Instantly the de- 
tective seized Heidemann by the arm, 
and dragged him away, explaining that 
to be seen near the spcet might mean im- 
prisonment and death for him. 

Heidemann, as the story was told by 
Schindier and Hetrick last night. was 
easily persuaded to flee, convinced 
his shot had killed the man who stumb!eqd 
in front of him, and together the suspect 
and the detective left Rochester and began 
another wearying flight about the coun- 
try. But this time it was not to be for 
long. The shock had served its purpose. 
Heidemann’s nerve was broken and he 
began to feel the need of discussing his 
own affairs with some one whom he felt 
to be sympathetic. 

But the detectives would not allow him

MEXICO HOLDS BOYS 
DESPITE OUR DEMAND 


Denies That Blatt and Converse 


Were Taken to Juarez Jail 








from American Soil. 





PROOF SENT TO WASHINGTON

American Authoritles Assured That 
American Prisoners Will Be Tried 
by the Civil Courts.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The request 
of the United States Government to the 
Government of President Diaz for the re- 
lease of Blatt and Converse, two youth- 
ful sympathizers of the revolutionists, 
who were captured, according to the 
American theory, on American soil, has 80 
far merely drawn from the Mexican Em- 
bassy a repetition, word for word, of its 


first categorical denial that the capture 
was made on American territory. The 
boys are still In Jail at Juarez. The dis- 
pute seems to be one of fact, and it gets 
its importance merely from the tense re- 
lations necessarily arising from the mobi- 
lization of our army on the Mexican fron- 
tier. 

A further complication of the same sort 
is told in unofficial dispatches received 
here this morning from Calexico, Cal. 
'These dispatches recite that Mexican 
|eustoms officials, having crossed the Iin- 
‘ternational boundary, fired several vol- 
‘leys into a group of insurgents and were 
| fired upon in turn. No casualties were re- 
| ported and so far the State Department 
‘and the War Department have not been 
informed of the occurrence. 

Blatt and Converse were captured upon 
undisputed American land at a point on 
the Rio Grande opposite Guadaloupe, 
Chihuahua, according to the State Depart- 
ment. The scene of capture, State De- 
partment officials assert, does not lle 
within the Chamizal zone, which forms 
part of the City of El Paso, and the 
ownership of which is now the subject ol 
arbitration between the United States and 
Mexico. 

Where they were arrested the fickle Rio 
Grande has shifted its course at various 
times. This fact, it is pointed out, how- 
ever, does not raise any question of 
boundary in connection with the case, as 
the scene, as placed by the department, 
is sufficiently removed from the line to 
establish it in the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 

The Mexican Government, it is said, will 
obtain further information as to the exact 
point of capture from the Boundary Com. 
missioners of the two _ countries. Dr. 
Beltran y Puga, the Mexican Boundary 
Commissioner, already has assured the 
Mexican Government that the Americans 
were captured on Mexican soil, but it is 
believed he will be instructed to confer 
further with the American Commissioners 
to obtain their views and then will make 
another report. 





Evidence of Kidnapping.

PITTSBURG, Penn., March 15.—Repre- 
sentative-elect Stephen G. Porter, who is 


doing all he can to have the Government 
force Mexico to release Edwin M. Blatt, 
son of dne of his constitutents, from the 
Juarez prison has forwarded to Washing- 
ton the voluminous evidence adduced at 
a hearing held on March 1 at El Paso, 
Texas, before United States Commissioner 
George B. Oliver. Mr. Porter declares 
that this record proves that Blatt and his 
companion, Lawrence FF. Converse, son 
of C. H. Converse of Glendora, near Los 
Angeles, Cal., were kidnapped by thresg 
Mexicans upon American soil. 

The capture is said to have taken place 
at the house of Melquisiades Perea, aged 
60, an American citizen, whose plantation 
is about five miles south of Tornillo Sta- 
tion on the Santa Fé, Texas & Southern 
Railroad. His home is almost on the edge 
of the Rio Grande River, almost opposite 
Guadaloupe. The alleged kidnappers were 
Ramon Nunez, Leonardo Jiminez, and 
Diogracio Archuleto, residents of Guada- 
loupe, 

It was about noon of Monday, Feb. 20, 
according to stories told by various wit- 
nesses, when Blatt and Converse reached 
the Perea ranch. They asked for some- 
thing to eat, and while waiting for the 
feod, turned their horses into the corral 
(and sat down on a pile of railroad ties 
betore a small fire. Three men stole up 
j}and captured them. Blatt undertook to 
escape by running for the wcods, but was 
overhauled by one of the men who was 
mounted. The two boys were tied with 
ropes and searched. Their possessions, in- 
cluding a watch, compass, hatchet, knives, 
and small change were taken from them. 
They were forced to walk ahead of their 
kidnappers and wade the Rio Grande. 
Reaching the Mexican side, they were 
turned over to a body of soldiers who 
had been hiding in the woods. They were 
first taken to Guadaloupe and then to 
Juarez.

Americans now prisoners will have 
trials in civil courts on charges of sedition 
against the Mexican Government, but 
hereafter all insurrectos, whether citizens 
of the United States or not, may be sub- 
ject to the death penalty under summary 
military procedure.

REVOLT GROWS FAST 
SAYS REBEL LEADER 


Alfonzo Madero Declares That 
Only the Mexican Capital Is 
Now Not Affected. 








YUCATAN PRACTICALLY LOST 





Problem Has Been to Arm the People 
—Both Sides Would Resent In- 
tervention, He Believes.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 15.— 
Alfonzo Madero, head of the junta of the 
Mexican insurrectionists in San Antonio, 
and a brother of Francisco I. Madero, the 
leader of the revolt in Mexico, in a state- 
ment to THH NEw YorRK TIMES corre- 
spondent this morning, declared that the 
rising wag general throughout Mexico, 
with the exception of the country around 
the capital, and was growing every day. 

Cuincident with Madero’s statement 
there appeared the first copy of Mexico 
Neuva, a daily newspaper that 1s to be 
devoted to furthering the cause of the 
insurrectionists. It is published in San 
Antonio, and the promoters hope to 
smuggle thousands of copies across the 
border. A ~~ ~ pare of Madero ap- 
pears on the first page, and there are 
several bitter attacks Diaz 
Government. 

Alfonzo Madero, who lives in a splendid 
house near the Mexican settlement here, 
said he was glad of an opportunity to tell 
what he knows of conditions in Mexico. 

“To begin with,’’ he said, ‘‘the whole 
State of Chihuahua is now in the hands 
of my brother, Francisco, with the ex- 
ception of the city of Chihauhua, which 
‘he can take any time he wishes. The 
city is now completely surrounded by the 
insurrectos, Sonora is aflame from 
border to border, and the insurrection 
now has a firm foothold in Lower Cali- 
fornia, while to the eastward in Coahuila, 
there is already a small force in the field. 
Within the next few days the, insurrec- 
tion will be reinforced in that State by 
several thousand coal miners who have 
been thrown out of employment by the 
closing of the mines. Coahuila was tardy 
in coming to the front because the guns 
were not to be had until very recently. 
They have the guns now and I believe 
by the end of the week there will be in- 
teresting developments in that State. I 
may add that Durango is also affected.”’ 

‘“‘How about the situation to the south 
of the City of Mexico?’’ was asked. 

‘‘Iit is the same story. Revolt every- 
where. In the State of Guerrero, in Vera 
Cruz, in Oaxaca, and in Yucatan. Every- 
where the revolution is growing. Yuca- 
tan is practically lost right now to the 
Diaz Government.”’ 

“Why has the revolution spread so 
slowly? Why did it not begin everywhere 
at the same time?” 

‘There you are wrong again,’’ he an- 
swered. ‘‘ It did not spread slowly. On 
the other hand it spread with remarkable 
quickness. The only question that has 
confronted the leaders was arming the 
people. Tor years they have been ready 
to do what they are now doing, but the 
Government was too smart and ‘was able 
to keep arms from falling into the hands 
;Of the people. So they got arms very 
‘slowly. Those who got them first used

Major George O. Squier of the Signal 
Corps, who is directing the aeroplane 
tests, said that beginning to-morrow the 
machines would be tested to prove exactly 
what could be expected of them under 
war conditions.

ROOSEVELT TALKS OF MEXICO. 


We Want Prosperity, Order, Justice, 
and Independence for Her. 

EL PASO, Texas, March 15.—Col. Theo- 

dore Roosevelt spoke briefly on the atti- 

tude of the United States toward Mexico 

at a breakfast given by the Toltec Club 

this morning. 

‘* Permanently the welfare of one com- 
munity will depend upon the welfare of 
other communities, and so it is among 
the groups of States,’ he said. ‘‘ When 
you make one community prosperdus you 
benefit the communities with which it 
does business. It is exactly the same 
among communities as it is among indi- 
viduals. So it is among nations. 

‘It is a help to the United States to 
have every other country in the western 
hemisnhere a& prosperous country. You 
here who do business along the border 
know. I don’t have to tell you this— 
you know it yourselves far better than 1 
do that it is an interruption to vour busi- 
ness, a check to your prosperity, to have 
turmoil and trouble in the adjacent re- 
public. You know that a disaster to them 
reflects itself upon us, upon you along the 
border. 

‘IT am particularly pleased to sce here 
this morning the Mayor and Collector of 
Customs of the Mexican city which is your 
immediate neighbor. I am sure ] 
the sentiment of every American when 
I say that all the United Siates wishes 
to see in Mexico is prosperity; that we 
wish to see it have the prosperity that 
means maierial well-being, industrial guc- 
cess, coupled with order, justice, and in- 
dependence. Our interests, the interests 
of the American Republic of the United 
States on this continent, are bound up 
with the welfare of all other nations on 
the continent. 

‘We wish well to Canada, we wish 
well to Mexico, we wish well to everv 
other country in the western hemisphere, 
and we ask them to do nothing for us 
except to do justice to themselves by 
securing their prosperity, securing tl eir 
independence through the practice of the 
great fundamental principles of civiliza- 
tion—order and justice.”’

Cologne Gazette Says Mobilization 
Reveals Failure of Organization. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMBS. 

BERLIN, March 15.—A special cor- 
respondent of the semi-official Cologne 
Gazette telegraphs from the ‘“* Mexican- 
American frontier,” under yesterday’s 
date, a caustic criticism of the effi- 
ciency of the United States Army. The 
correspondent says: 

“The riddle of the Sphinx {is still un- 
solved, but so much is certain, namely, 
if the Government wanted the mobil- 
ization of the army to gerve as a lesson 
to Congress and the Nation of the in- 
adequacy of the army, the object has 
been fully attained. Two principal de- 
ficiencies have been revealed, the fail- 
ure of the military organization and 
that of the privately owned railway 
system. 

“The army organization is unwieldy 
because neither brigades nor divisions 
have been brought to a peace footing 
and the privately owned railways are 
without interest in the success of the 
movement. The army is embittered 
and indignant over the attitude of 
Congress and hopes that an entirely 
new organization will result because 
in case of an emergency the present 
state of affairs would tempt calamity. 
* That the mobilization has some spe- 
cial object becomes clearer day by day. 
The troops are provided with ball cart- 
ridge and many hundreds of freight 
cars which will be detained at San An- 
tonio for the transport of four montns’ 
supplies, are partially ready for serv- 
ice. The gigantic cost of this under- 
taking would be justifiable only on the 
ground of some extraordinary object 
in view.”

Beyond 
this is the living room with two brass 
beds in each. For the fqur suites on the 
eastward trip $3,200 is p8#id. The cost of 
the servants’ transportation in the first 
cabin is 8370. Those | in the second cabia 
bay $260, a total of $3,830. On the return 
trip, when the price ‘is advanced, *he cost 
of ths suites will be $4,800. The servants’ 
fare in the first cabin will amount to $400, 
and those in the second cabin $300, a total 
of $5,500. The cost of both voyages will 
be about $9,323

DIX WAITS TO HEAR 
WHAT MURPHY SAYS 


Lull in Senatorship Contest Until 
Tammany Chieftain Reports 
on Sheehan's Attitude. 








LEADERS MAY GET TOGETHER 





Assemblyman Ward Presses Inquiry of 
Corruption Charges—Governor Re- 
stricts Correspondents’ Questions. 





Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 15.—As far as the Cap- 
itol is concerned, there was a decided lull 
in the Senatorship fignt to-day. For a 
few days, at least, the battleground has 
shifted to New York City, where, accord- 
ing to reports which reached some of the 
Tammany lawmakers to-day, there will be 
a conference of Democratic leaders from 
different parts of the State before the 
week ends. 

In the meantime Gov. Dix ts awaiting 
word from Tammany Leader Charles F. 
Murphy, both with regard to the attitfade 
of William F. Sheehan on the question 
of his withdrawal as an aspirant to the 
seat in the United States Senate which re- 
cently was vacated by Chauncey M. De- 
pew, and with regard to the attitude of 
the organization leaders with whom Mr. 
Murphy is to confer over the Senatorship 
Situation. 

With Senator Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
leader of the Democratic insurgents in the 
Legislature, both Thomas M. Osborne, the 
Governor’s Forest, Fish and Game Com- 
missioner, and William Church Osborn, 
the Governor’s legal adviser, left for New 
York this afternoon. They have taken 
an active interest in the Senatorship 
fight against Mr. Sheehan, and the gen- 
eral belief Here is that they went to New 
York in connection with the general pow- 
wew which is proposed. Senator Roose- 
velt returned to Albany late to-night. 
He said his visit to New York was on 
personal business, and that he had seen 
no political leaders while there. 

There was one development here to-day 
gro wing out of the Senatorial contest 
which aroused general interest. Assem- 
blyman <Artemas Ward, a Republican 
member from New York, has a concurrent 
resolution before the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means providing for 
an investigation ‘‘ of any and all charges 
of corruption and undue influence in con- 
nection with the election of a United 
States Senator. 

He was prompted in mtroducing it by 
the assertion made under oath by 
Assemblyman Harold J. Friedman from 
the Twenty-ninth New York District 
earlier in the contest to the effect that a 
place on the bench of the Municipal Court 
had been dangled before his eyes as an 
inducement for him to change his vote 
in favor of Mr. Sheehan, 

Mr. Ward went before the committee 
to-day with a request that it act on his 
resolution. ° 

‘In the last few years,” said Mr. 
Ward, ‘‘charges of undue influence on 
members of the Legislature have been so 
general that some measure should be 
taken either to put a stop to any and all 
idle talk in regard thereto if unfounded, 
or to run down and. punish the guilty 
parties if these statements are true. 

“The Legislature has left unnnoticed 
in the past all such charges. In my 
opinion we owe it to ourselves to adopt 
some means by which to deal quickly 
and effectively with such charges in so 
far as they relate definitely, as in this 
instance, to any member or members of 
the Legislature. I believe it would 
be a good pian in the future for 
the Leeisiaturs to have a standing com- 
mittee in either house, with power to 
summon before it such members or per- 
sons aS make definite charges in regard 
to the exercise of undue influence in 
Legislative matters.’ 

Under the new cee adopted this year, 
the Assembly Committee on Ways and 
Means is required to report either favor- 
ably or unfavorably to the House any 
resolution carrying with it an appropria- 
tion, as does the Ward resolution. Under 
the circumstances it was not in the power 
of that body to kill the resolution in com- 
mittee. So at an executive session it 
wes decided that the Ways and Means 
Committee should redraft the resolution 
and name the Assembly Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which ts safely controlled by the 
organization, to take up the proposed in- 
vestigation. 

The case of Mr. Friedman is not the 
only one of undue influence, according to 
reports. Members of the little band of 
insurgents are subjected to all sorts of 
petty annoyances which can be nothing 
but retaliation for the stand they have 
taken in opposition to Tammany or the 
Tammany boss. 

Assemblyman Cossad of Seneca, the 
Nestor of the insurgent movement, had 
a taste of this to-day when the Assem- 
bly, after a heated debate, killed a bill 
providing for the changing of a highway 
route in his home county. It was on the 
understanding that he would use all the 

roper influence he could muster. to 
bave the change of route enacted that 
he was elected, receiving a good many 

Republican votes which enabled him to 
overcome the normally strong Republican 
majority in Seneca. 

Mr. Cossad is very much broken up 
over the fate that befell a measure that 
would have benefited a large number of 
his constituents and involved a large sav- 
ing to the State and county, but he de- 
clares it will make no difference in

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SAVINGS BANKS NEED 
CAUTION---CHENEY 


Superintendent of Banks De- 
plores the Decline In the Propor- 
tion of Surplus to Deposits. 








TRUST COMPANY DECREASE 





On Jan. 1 Thelr Resources $88,000,000 
Less Than on Jan. 1, 1910—Capltal of 
Trust Companies $2,000,000 Greater. 





ALBANY, N. Y., March 15.—Supt. 0. 
Cheney of the State Banking Department 
in his annual report to the Legislature 
On savings banks, trust companies, safe 
deposit companies, and miscellaneoug cor- 
porations calls attention to-day to the al- 
most unbroken decrease annually during 
the last twenty years in the percentage 
of surplus on market value of investment 
to deposits in the savings banks of the 
State. Such percentage its to-day less than 
one-half of what it was in 1890, and the 
Superintendent declares that the situation 
deserves careful consideration. 

He quotes from his annual report of a 
year ago, in which he said: ‘“‘ The safety 
of our savings banks is indeed undoubted, 
and there can be no successful challenge 
of the principle that every dollar of net 
earnings that can be so apportioned with 
prudence should be distributed to depos- 
itors, for whose sole benefit the savings 
banks have been established. But the 
qualifying words ‘with prudence’ deserve 
to be emphasized. 

“Absolute safety of savings funds 
should always be the primal consideration. 
The surplus of a savings bank represents 
its margin of safety. Moreover, surplus 
adds to the earning power of the bank, 
and the statute itself guards that surplus 
with jealous care by permitting no part 
of it to be paid out in dividends until it 
reaches 15 per cent. of the amount due 
depositors. It cannot be overemphasized 
that the management of every savings 
bank whose deposits are increasing should 
carry proportionate sums to its surplus 
fund at every dividend period.’”’ 

‘The occurrences of the past year and 
existing conditions in the financial and 
economic world,” Mr. Cheney now de- 
Clares, ‘“‘have not detracted from, but 
have further emphasized, the words of 


caution contained in that statement. 
While there may be no {mmediate danger, 
the situation is such that it deserves, and 
is receiving, the careful considerations of 
the most thoughtful and conservative men 
connected wath the savings bank system 
of the State. 

‘* Various remedies have been suggested. 
In fact, it has been proposed to arbi- 
trarily limit by statute the interest or 
dividends paid depositors with savings 
banks to fixed rates proportionate to sur- 
plus already accumulated. he purpose, 
of course, is to build up a sufficient sur- 
plus to protect depositors against loss, 
and this end might possibly be served by 
the enactment of a law, requiring every 
savings bank of this State to set aside 
to surplus before the declaration of divi- 
dends to depositors a certain percentage 
of its net profits for the period, until such 
time as its surplus based upon market 
values shall be equal to least five per 
céntum of its deposits, and a less percen- 
tage until its surplus based wpon market 
values shall be equal to at least ten per 
centum of its deposits. 

‘The problem, under existing conditions, 
is so complicated by verious considera- 
tions, and so many of the best minds of 
the State famillar with all its vast in- 
tricacies are engaged in its golution, that 
1 shall refrain at the present time from 
making any express recommendation, but 
I do bespeak for this plan, or some modi- 
fication of it, your very serious consid- 
eration.’ 

Supt. Cheney says the liquidation of the 
Washington Savings Ban which the 
Department closed ‘because t became in- 
volved in the same series of operations 
which led to the failure of the erage 
Bank of New York, is proeteseng 1 
rapidly as may be expected, and it is 
iy et a substantial dividend may be paid 
depositors shortly after the expiration of 
the three months required by law. 
‘The indictment of the President of

The Carnegie Trust Company, which the 
Department took over in January, is also 
being liquidated and a dividend is expected 
to be paid as soon as the law will per- 
mit.

‘‘ Further comparison,”” says the report, 
‘‘shows $122,000,000 less loans than were 
outstanding a year ago, a condition whtioh 
appears to reflect a conservative retrench- 
ment of commercial enterprise. The ine 
activity of the market for seotrities ig 
also evidenced by a small shrinkage of the 
surplus computed on market value. ow- 
ever, the total capital of the tfust com- 
panies of the State was increased $2,000,- 
0co. The total deposits re exceed 
those of two years ago though 5 per cent, 
less than on Jan. igio; slight fluctua- 
tions are incidental cl are not of particu- 
lar isnport. Nevertheless, the augmented 
surplus favorably increases the ratio of 
surplus to deposits,’’ 

The report makes certain recommenda- 
tions covering proposed Scanseh te P94 
the banking law, made eed ee 
irregularities recently discover by the 
Banking Department, which resulted in 
the closing of certain financial institutions 
in New York. Bills embodying thege 
amendments have already been introduced 
in the Legislature.

Express Companies. this 
morning. 

Mr. Ashton said last night that the sit- 
uation had by no means cleared up, and 
that the chances were very much in favor 
of a general strike. The strikers, he said, 
will refuse to return to work until they 
have received assurances that every one 
of their complaints will be recognized. 

A Proposal from the Mayor. 

Mr, Ashton called upon the Mayor and 
asked him if he would act as mediator. 
The Mayor said he would be willing to 
do so, and then sent for William B. 
Guthrie and Francis S. Bangs, counsel 
for the Adams Express Company. They 


itold the Mayor that the officials of the 
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company were ready to meet a committee 
of the strikers, provided they came as 
strikers and not as members of a labor 
union, and they thought that a settlement 
could be arrived at without much trouble, 
The Mayor then sent the following letter 
to Mr. Ashton: 


Dear Sir: 

If the striking men of the Adams Fix- 
press Company will appoint a committees 
of three to wait on me and present thelr 
grievances against the company, and then 
go back to work immediately this day, 
and then have the committee wait on me 
and present their grievances, I will en- 
tertain the said grievances, and in the 
case of any substantial grievance [I will 
present it to the company, and I have as- 
surances from the company which enable 
me to say that such grievance will be 
rectified. If this is done immediately I 
have no doubt that the strike will be 
settled to the satisfaction of everybody. I 
write this to vou, because I found vou [to 
be a man of intelligence and moderation 
in the former strike. 

Very trulv yours, 
W. J. GAYNOR, Mayor. | 

Mr. Ashton called a meeting of the 
strikers at Central Hall, 229 East Forty- 
seventh Street, and submitted the Mayor’s 
letter to them. It was decided unanimous- 
ly not to accept the Mayor’s suggestion 


to return to work, pending a settlement, 
but it was also agreed to appoint a com- 
mittee of three to wait upon him to-day 
and present grievances. Mr. Ashton sub- 
mitted the proposal to the strikers in 
Jersey City at Deane’s Hall, Fifth and 
Grove Streets. The result was the same. 


General Strike Likely. 

Mr. Ashton explains that the strikers 
meant no affront to the Mayor in refus- 
ing to return to work. They are willing 
to leave the whole matter in the Mayor's 
hands, he says, feeling that the Mayor 


‘svould carefully look after their interests. 


but they are afraid that if they returned 
to work they would be in a predicament 


if the company refused to grant their de- 





mands. 

‘We appreciate the Mavor’s efforts to 
bring about a settlement, and we are 
willing to meet him more than half way,” 
said Mr. Ashton. ‘“ It is hard to control 
the men, for they believe that their griev- 
ances are just. If the Mayor had not in- 
tervened when he did, 
the United States and the Wells 
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Companies would have joined the Adams 

strikers at once.. They have now been 

held in check, and there is a chance that 

a general strike will not be called. It is a 

bare chance, however, and don’t be sur- 

pened if a general strike i for 
onday morning.” 

Earlier in the day a committee of the 
State Board of Mediation and Arbitra- 
tion met the strikers at Central Hall, and 
after learning their grievances called upon 
General Agent Charles MacKay of the 
Adams Company. The Mayor's action, 
however, took the matter of arbitration 
out of their hands for the time being. 
Last night there was a meeting of the 
representatives of the various locals in 
Jersey City, and it was unanimously 
agreed to_stand by the employes of the 
Adams Company, even to the extent of 
joining a general strike. 


- Won't Receive Union Committee. 
Officials of the Adams Company did 
not seem to be greatly worried by the fact 
that the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters had counseled a general strike 
unless a committée ol strikers .was re- 
ceived by General Agent Mackay. It 
was said on behalf of the company that 
Mr. Mackay was ready to meet such a 
committee at any time, if they came as 
employes and not as members of a labor 


caHed 


He; union. 


‘‘No committee from the strikers has 
yet calied upon‘us,’’ said one official. 
‘““The other day a representative of the 
union to which the strikers belong called 
at Mr. Mackay’s office just as he was 
leaving. He told him to, return next day, 


but the man never did. We are not worry- 
ing very much about what the strikers 
are doing. We are going ahead operating 
our wagons. Yesterday we had 240 wagons 
in operation in Manhattan alone, and to- 
morrow we will have even more. This 
means that 75 per cent. of our wagons are 
in service. In Jersey City we have about 
150 drivers and helpers at work, and there 
is no congestion of freight. The same is 
true in Brooklyn. Conditions are normal 
everywhere, except in Manhattan below 
Kifty-ninth Street, and even here there 
is not much trouble. We are having no 
trouble whatever in handling our perisha- 
All of our outgoing business 
is being handled very satisfactorily.”’ 

There was more rioting and disorder of 
a desultory sort yesterday, especially in 
the East Fifty-sixth Street section. An 
outbreak occurred at Forty¢seventh Street 
and Second Avenue, whem a mob of 300 
men and boys attacked a wagon contain- 
ing a driver and three guards. Stones, 
bricks, and bottles were thrown. At 
Fifty-second Street Policemen Hensler 
and McNulty charged the. mob, but they 
were vastly outnumbered. When Third 
Avenue was reached the driver and the 
guards abandoned the wagon and ran 
away. The mob quickly cut the horses’ 
harness and turned the horses loose. Re- 
serves, headed by Capt. .O’Connor, 
charged the rioters and cleared the street. 
Thomas Murphy, a schoolboy, was ar- 
rested for throwing stones, and William 
Conlon and David Brown were also taken 
into custody. They were fined $10 each 
by Magistrate Herbert in the Yorkville 
Police Court. 

At noon James Wilson, a strikebreaker, 
was pulled from a wagon at Cortlandt and 
Church Streets, and beaten before the 
police. and a large crowd that quickly 
gathered could interfere. James Moran, 
James Waldron, and Anton Schmidt, all 
of Jersey City, and all strikers, the police 
say, were arrested. 


THAW TOTELL'OF MATTEAWAN 


Will Be Called as a Witness in the 
Myrtle Lapp Case, Norman Lees Says.

Mr. Lees obtained an 
order a few days ago from Justice Mills 
at White Plains directing the asyluin 
authorities to permit this conference, as 
Mr. Lees said he believed Thaw would 
be a material witness in the case of Myr- 
tle Lapp, on whose behalf Lees recently 
obtained a writ of habeas corpus from 
Justice Mills. ; 

When Lees went to the esylum on Mon- 
day admittance was refused to him. This 
morning Dr. Amos T. Bakér, Assistant 
Superintendent of the asylum, went. be- 
fore Justice Mills at White Plains, and 
asked that the order be revoked, as Lees 


was not an attorney. Lees was on hand, 
and pointed out that he had not professed 
to be an attorney. Justice Mills, however, 
had gained the impression that he was. 
He refused, however, to revoke the order, 
and this afternoon Lees was admitted 
and spent two hours with Thaw.

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CONGREGATION VOTES 
TO LET DR. AKED G0 


About Two Hundred Members 
Meet and Accept His Resig- 
nation Regretfully. 








ONLY TWO-THIRDS FOR IT 





Several Speakers Suggest That a Mis- 
take May Have Been Made in 
Parting from Him. 





The resignation of the Rev. Dr. Charles 
F. Aked as pastor of the Fifth Avenue 
Baptist Church, which was formally pre- 
sented to the church on Sunday, 
quietly accepted by the congregation at 1 
meeting held last night in the church 
library. The resignation was accepted by 
little more than a two-thirds vote of the 
group of about two hundred members 
present. It is to take effect on Sunday, 
April 9, which is the close of the fourth 
year of his ministry. Dr. Aked was not 
present at the gathering. 

With the Rev. Addison Moore, the as- 
sistant pastor, in the chair, the business 
of the meeting was put through rapidly, 
and the discussion did not ramble. The 
small room was crowded. The accept- 
ance was not written on the minutes 
without many expressions by John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., and others of high re- 
gard for Dr. Aked, of belief in his ability, 
and of deep regret at his going. 
was, too, more than one expression of 
the fear that a mistake had been made 
somewhere, although none of the speak- 
ers went so far as to lay a finger on it. 

Dr. Moore began by reading the state- 


ment Dr. Aked made on Sunday. Trustee 
Colgate Hoyt was the first to get on his 
feet.. He presented this resolution: 

In view of the compelling reasons for 
his resignation given by Dr. Aked in his 
statement to the church on Sunday morn- 
ing, and in view of his further statement 
thet it would be kind to him to act on 
his resignation as early as possible, be it 
resolved, notwithstanding our feeling of 
warm friendship for him, our high regard 
for his ability as a preacher and our 
great regret at the prospect of severing 
the pleasant relations which have existed 
since his coming among us, that the 
church accede to his request and that his 
resignation be and hearby is accepted to 
take effect April 9, 1911, being the close 
of the fourth year of his ministry with 
Ls 
Mr. Hoyt, who had seen Dr. Aked dur- 

ing the afternoon, said that he spoke with 
authority in saying that however much 
the pastor appreciated the kind feelings 
which might prompt such a move, he 
trusted that none of the conogregation 
would .offer resolutions asking him to 
withdraw his resignation, for it would do 


no govod. 

‘**T second this resolution,’ said J. K. 
Shaw, ‘* because I believe that it is for 
the interests of all concerned, both 
of the pastor and of the cthurch. He bases 
his resignatfon on conditions which can- 
not be changed. There has been a dif- 
ference in ideals here and it is impossible 
to bring about a compromise. Dr. Aked 
goes with the good wishes of every mem- 
ber of the congregation.” 

There followed several speeches em- 
phasizing the need of making clear to the 
public the regret with which Dr. 
congregation parts with him, and then 
Miss Annie Peck arose in her place. She 
is the far-famed woman mountain climber, 
having thus been ‘“‘ nearer to God than 
any other woman in the world,’ Dr. 
Moore said afterward. 

‘Dr. Aked is the greatest preacher 
have ever heard and I have heard many,”’ 
shé said shortly. ‘“‘It is an exceeding pity 


that arrangements cannot be made for 


him to stay with us.’’ 

And then she sat down, but something 
in the tone of her remarks gave the im- 
préssion that, in her mind, it would not 
have hurt anybody if such arrangements 
had been made for keeping Dr. Aked in 
the church. 

The acceptance was then carried, and 
with that out of the way, John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., offered this resolution: 


Whereas the Rev. Charles F. Aked, D. D., 
has resigned the pastorate of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, and whereas the 
church has with deep sorrow and geenuine 
regret accepted his resignation, therefore, 
bé it resolved, that we hereby express to 
him our gratitude for the untirine devotion 
with which hee has ministered to us: our 
sincere appreciation of his eloquent and ef- 
ficient labors tn behalf of the peace, liberty, 
righteousneses, and the upbuilding of the 
Church of the Living God; our unbounded 
admiration for his Christian character, 
his brilliant mental gifts, his broad sym- 
pathies and our confidence in him as ‘ge 
great moral leader and spiritual guide. 
Deacon Paddock seconded this, and it 

was carried by a rising vote. Mr. Rocke- 
feller spoke of Dr. Aked’s “ unique ability 
to interpret the basic principles of Chris- 
tianity in the terms of modern thought 
and to reconcile the orthodox with the 
more modern point of view.’’ The resolu- 
tion was not passed, however, until the 
Rev. Robert Walker.

his say. He gave expression to what 
seem to be the mingled feelings aroused 
in the minds of some of the congregation 
in the situation brought about by Dr. 
Aked's resignation. 

‘Possibly he has not interpreted the 
Situation aright,’’ Mr. Walker said sadly. 
‘“*I believe that we could draw up and 
send to him a number of reasons why he 
should not take the step he has, reasons 
which may have been discussed with him 
by the Trustees, although, of course, that 
we do not know. 1 believe that a mis- 
take has been made, but it is not for me 
to say where it lies. I believe that it is 
far from true that this church cannot of- 
fer scope, ample and sufficient, for the 
greatest of preachers, A great congrega- 
tion is not the only great thing in a great 
church. If he had felt that he could have 
given himself to the further: spreading 
here of the enthusiasm for the Christian 
life, his grandest visions might have been 
realized and we might have been priv- 
ileged to see them fulfilled.’’ 

Edgar L. Marsten, John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., Eugene H. Paddock, E. L. Ballard, 
Dr. Foote, and D. J. Newland were 
named as a committee to notify Dr. Aked 
of the action taken by the congregation. 
The Trustees and the Deacons of the 
church were named as a committee to 
supply the pulpit until Dr. Aked’s place 
has been permanently filled. He has 
four more Sundays in the church. <Ac- 
cording to Dr. Moore, It may be a mat- 
ter of two years before his successor is 
called. 

It is generally known that Dr. Aked left 
because certain plans which he under- 
stood were to result in establishing a 
great ministry in New York for him had 
failed of realization.

OTTAWA, Ont., March 15.—‘' No pro- 
posals for general free trade between 
Canada and the United States were made 
to Canada by the American commission-

All Morning, Preliminaries Are Forbid- 
den and Paraders Are Requested 
to Wear Dark Clothes. 





O14 New Yorkers who have seen the Bt. 
Patrick's Day parade for years back 
will probably not believe the evidence 
of their senses if they stand along the 
line of march to-morrow. There will be 
some striking changes, for the word has 
gone forth officially that the St. Pat- 
rick’s Day cavalry horse is*about to be 
the rumored way of the army mule. There 
will be just fifteen men on horseback in 
the entire parade, and they will be the 
Grand Marshal, Chief of Staff, and aids, 
who ride serenely where brass bands do 
not stir their chargers to antics that their 
weekday life knows not. 

And the gay green sashes and nodding 
emerald plumes are to go with them. 
Wo one except these same fifteen men 
Will be allowed to wear sashes to-morrow, 
and they will be limited to three inches 
in width—‘‘ only in order to designate their 
position,’”’ the official order unfeelingly 
Says. The gayly embroidered banners that 
used to set the crowds murmuring as 
they were carried past cannot be carried 
et the head of each organization to-mor- 
row, but wil be in a mass at the head of 
each battalion. 

Even the immortal tal hat is not to be 
geen. The regulations call for a black 
felt hat and white gloves, and recommend 
that the paraders turn out in dark clothes. 
The Marshal and aids on horseback are 
to wear “ Prince Albert’ coats and white 
leggings. 

Moreover, it Is not to be “ St. Patrick’s 
Day in the morning’ any more. The 
Committee of Arrangements of the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, which has 
brought about the new features, has noti- 
ified managers of concerns where large 
numbers of paraders are employed that 
they need not let the men off until noon- 
time. The parade has been set to begin 
et 2:30. The committee has forbidden all 
preliminary parades in the forenoon. 

In the past it was the custom for the 
Presidents of local organization to have 
the members gather early in the morn- 
ing. Then they would parade about the 


streets of the neighborhood and have a 
celebration of their own. This would 
often delay them in getting to their 
Places in time for the main parade, and 

ake them too tired to engage in the 
ong march. Roderick J. Kenney, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Arrangements,

Throttied the Cook with a Noose and 
Took All of His Savings, $145. 


When Diego Lacala, 60 years old, got 
his monthly wages of $10 as a cook in the 
cellar restaurant of Angelo Parello, 147 
Cherry Street, on Monday night, he sewed 
the money up with his accumulated earn- 
ings in a hidden inner pocket of his waist- 
coat. His wife died recently, and, be- 
ing estranged from his only daughter, he 
sought to get enough money together to 
enable him to go bagk to Italy to live 
among his friends and relatives. 

Early yesterday morning, however, three 
young Italians entered the dingy cellar, 
ordered a meal, and begge@ to warm 
themselves around the kitchen stove. 
Lacala consented. While busily engaged 
with his frying pans his guests pounced 
on him from the rear, threw a noose 
around his neck, dragged him to the floor, 
and demanded his money. Lacala’s pro- 
tests were in vain, and while one of his 
assailants held a suspended stiletto over 
him the other two owes him with 
their fists, drawing the rope tighter every 
moment. Still the cook would not yield 
information as to the whereabouts of his 
savings. Then the man with the stiletto 
Slashed his nose tip off and marked his 
cheek with crosses. 

LacaJa lapsed into unconsciousness, and 
when Josepnine Bogardus, a waitress, at- 
tracted by the barking of the cook’s faith- 
ful dog Baldi, ran ints the room, she 
saw two of the assailants fleeing by way 
of the entrance. She picked up the pro- 
prietor’s revolver and fired two shots into 
the air, attracting Policeman Bullivan of 
the Madison Ctreet Station. 

Lacala, it was found, was in a serious 
condition, and an ambulance from Got- 
verneur Hospital was summoned. The 
robbers had found the inner pocket and 
hed ripped it completely from the vest, 
taking the whole of the cook’s savings, 
amounting to $145. The cash register in 
the front of the restaurant was also rifled 
of its contents, about $19. The robbers 
left- behind two caps and the rope. By 
means of the description furnished by 
Mrs. Bogardus, the police sa ee arrests 
will follow. At the hospital it was said 
that Lacala would recover.

SCHOOL FRATERNITIES FIGHT. 


Appeal to the National Organization to 
Save Them from Belng Wiped Out. 


The high echool fraternities of this city 
have determined to make a fight against 
being legislated out of existence by the 
Board of Education. They have brought 
to their rescue the Grand Inter-Frater- 


nity Council of the United States, and 
have succeeded in getting the High School 
Committee of the Board of Education to 
give them a public hearing on March 27.

DENOUNCED IN DUMA 


Milukoff Recalls Diplomacy Be- 
fore Japanese War and Talks of 
Exalted Persons Involved. 








SCORES FOREIGN POLICY 





Says Czar-Kaiser Interview Has Weak- 
ened Triple Entente — Rumor of 
Compromise with Peking. 





ST. PETERSBURG, March 16. — The 
Duma to-day discussed the budget of the 
Foreign Office, and Prof. Milukoff, lead- 
er of the Constitutional Democrats, took 
occasion not only to attack the Foreign 
Ministry, but to allude to the conditions 
preceding the Russo-Japanese War and 
assert that ‘‘the present affair in the 
Far East again involves exalted persons.”’ 

In a speech upon Russian diplomacy of 
the preserat he drew pessimistic convlu- 
sions. Despite the gravity of the gen- 
eral situation in Europe and Asia, which 
Gemanded public explanation of Russia's 
attitude, the Foreign Office had, he said, 
restored the former irresponsible régime 
and abandoned ex-Minister Isvolsky’s 
promising initiative in taking the Duina 
into his confidence on foreign affairs. 

The meeting between the Czar and the 
Kaiser at Potsdam, he declared, had af- 
fected fundamentally the triple entente, 
reducing Russia’s alliances and agree- 
ments to ones of defense merely. Russia 
thereby had lost her old friends without 
gaining a new one. If the assertion of 
the German Chancellor, Dr. von Beth- 
manan-Hollweg, regarding the mutual ob- 
ligation not to enter hostile combinations 
of the powers was correct, Russia’s value 
to her allies and partners was greatly di- 
minished. 

M. Milukoff sharply criticised the 
“jumps’’ of Russia’s attitude toward 
China. This Government should have 
avoided the sudden, excessive, and insist- 
ent demand. China was no longer a mere 
ethrrographic mass, and the Russian atti- 
tude toward the new China should be 
marked with good-will, and not by 
haughtiness. 

The speaker concluded: 

*““At the present moment it {is difficuit 
to say what next Spring will bring forth. 
We are pursuing three contradictory and 


mutually exclusive policies in the Near, 
Middle, and Far East. We are afraid of 
German invasion more than ever. We 
are hopelessly stranded in the Far East. 
We have lost sight of the 
where critical events are preparing. Ap- 
parently Russian diplomacy has sunk to 
the old setting which led to the Russo- 
Japanese War.’’ 

Meantime unconfirmed rumors are afloat 
to the effect that the intervie » which M. 
Korostovetz, the Russian Minister at Pe- 
king, had with the Prince Regent yester- 
day, made more probable a peaceful out- 
come of the negotiations between the two 
countries. 


PEKING, March 15.—The Russian Lega- 
tion expects the Chinese Government to 
yield reluctantly, first offering to com- 
promise, but finally accepting in full the 
demands of the Russian ultimatum. The 
Chinese Foreign Board, chagrined over the 
situation, is arguing that the Russian 
note was not peremptory, but, on the con- 
trary, was most friendly. 

The capricious behavior of the Foreign 
Board indicates to lookers on here an 
incapacity upon the part of the Govern- 
ment to deal strongly with the situa- 
tion. The legation quarter appears to 
consider that the legal aspects of the case 
are more favorable to China, and there 





}seems to be no sympathy with the Rus- 


, Sian contention that Russian traders 
should be exempt under the free trade 
clauses from even local traxation in Chi- 
nese territory. At the same time there is 
criticism of China’s diplomacy in that 
she seeks to gain by trickery points 
which she is in no wise able to dispute 
with arms. 

Intimidated by the threat contained in 
the original Russian note, China replied 
apparently acquiescing in the demands 
that she adhere more closely to the treaty 
of 1881 affecting Russian Consular and 
commercial privileges in Ili Province and 
Mongolia. Russia thereupon stated that 
the reply was generally satisfactory, but 
asked for more explicit declarations on 
certain points. In the meantime, the 
Chinese Government, encouraged by com- 
ments in the foreign press, had grown 
bolder, and its second note stated that 
the Russian charges were groundless in 
declaring that Russian traders did not 
enjoy the treaty right to trade freely 
| except in foreign goods, contended other 
'points, and declined to permit the estab- 
| lishment of the Consulates which Russia 
| demands. 
| Russia’s many grievances arouse the 
suspicion here that she possibly is playing 
for time, and is also preparing the world’s 
opinion for an act of aggression when the 
snows have melted. 
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STINIE MORRISON TO DIE. 
Found Guilty of London Murder Con- 


nected with Houndsditch Affair. 


LONDON, March 15.—Stinie Morrison 
was found guilty to-day of the murder of 
Joseph Beron, and sentenced to death. 
The police tried to connect the tragedy 
with the Houndsditch Anarchist burglar 
gang, and the trial was one of the most 
sensational and long drawn out that has 
been held in London. 

The mutilated body of Beron was found 
on Clapham Common early in January. 
The police theory was that the victim 
was a@ member of the Houndsditch crowd, 
and had been killed for treachery by his 
associates. The trial occupied nine days. 
The evidence was wholly circumstantial. 
Morrison, who is a Russian Jew, asserted 
that he spent the evening of the murder 


at a music hall, and the rest of the night 
at his home. Most of the witnesses were 
from the Whitechapel district, and 
startling assertions were made on both 
sides. A sensation was caused _ this 
afternoon when the closing arguments of 
counsel were interrupted to admit the 
testimony of a policeman, who declared 
that his colleagues had sworn falsely. 

Morrison made many incriminating ad- 
missions, and under cross-examinations 
admitted that he had been several times 
convicted of bufglary. 

















| TELL OF HANKOW RIOTS.

Missionaries Give Details of Trouble 
Quelled by Foreign Bluejackets. 


BOSTON, March 15.—Details of the re- 
cent riots in Hankow, Central China, are 


contained in letters just received at the 
Geadquarters of the American Baptist 
foreign Mission Society in this city from 
ts missionaries in that district. Accord- 
ing to these advices, the trouble started 
from a false report spread by coolies that 
a policeman had kicked a coolie to death 

n the foreign concession of the city. A 
mob quickly gathered. Sailors were land- 
ed from two foreign gunboats and assist- 
ed the local police and volunteer militia 
n controlling the crowd until the arrival 
»9f 1,000 Chinese troops from Wu-chang, 
uecross the Yangtse River. 

The foreigners then yielded the field to 
he Chinese soldiers,-who proved ineffi- 
‘ient. The mob grew larger, shops were 
‘aided, and missiles were soon flying in 
i] directions. Finally the situation be- 
‘ame so serious that the foreign sailors 
vere ordered to fire. 

As a result, ten Chinese were killed and 
several wounded. The city then gradually 
quieted down, although it was kept under 
nartial law for a time. The missionaries 
of the society reside at Hanyang, just 
across the Han River from Hankow, and 
the trouble did not spread to that city. 
The body of the coolie whose death caused 
he disturbance was found to contain no 
narks of violence, death having been due 
o heart failure. 


JONDURAS SETTLING DOWN. 


Peace Agreement Being Carried Out, 
Official Advices Say. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—The press 
-eports to the effect that the Government 
ind revolutionary factions in Honduras 


ire smoothly carrying out the terms of 
Lhe recent peace agreement are confirmed 
by official advices to the State Depart- 
ment. 

American Minister McCreery to-day tele- 
2raphed the department that the Hondu- 
ran Congress had accepted the resignation 
of the Vice President, had placed Gen. 
Rafael Lopez Gutierrez in command of 
the Government forces, and that Gen. 
Carrias had withdrawn his troops from 
Santa Cruz to Coma Yague, as stipulated 
by the agreement. These preliminaries 
will be followed by the inauguration at 





Tegucigalpa of Francisco Bertrand as pro- 


visional President of the republic. 


HOUSTON, Texas, March 15.—It is no 
longer Gen. Lee Christmas, soldier of for- 
tune insurrecto, but Gov.

GERMANS APPROVE GREY. 


English Minister’s Views on Arma- 
ments Indorsed by Press. 


BERLIN, March 15.—The declarations 
of Sir Edward Grey on Anglo-German 


relations made in the House of Commons 
Monday night, have a sympathetic echo 
in The Norddeutsche Aligemein Zeitung, 
which announces that the views of the 
British Foreign Secretary on the subject 
of armaments correspond, closely with 
the German standpoint and open a 
prospect of the further development of 
the relations between Great Britain and 
Germany. 

If an agreement will assist in allaying 
the distrust in English public opinion, 
Germany is ready to do her part. Sir 
Edward's speech is approved in most sec- 
tions by the unofficial press.

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ACCUSE ABSENT THIEF 
OPDR.POST’S MURDER 


Police Say John Dalton Shot 
Dentist in the Presence of Two 
Chinatown Women. 
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Dalton and Another Man Then Held 
Up Players In a Poker Game and 
Fied with $300 or $400. 





Puzzling conditions surrounding the 
murder of Dr. Frederick Eugene Post, a 
dentist, of 19 Catharine Street, on Wednes- 
day of last week, were cleared up yester- 
day, revealing a wanton crime, Central 
Office detectives say. The declare Dr. 
Post was mortally shot while in a stupi- 
fied condition by John Dalton, a youthful 
criminal with a long record, in-the pres- 
ence of another man and two Chinatown 
women. 

Late yesterday Police Commissioner 
Cropsey issued circulars for distribution 
throughout the country, asking for Dal- 
ton’s arrest on sight. 

Information on which Dalton is charged 
with the crime was given to Inspector 
Russell after much persistent questioning 
by Lulu Smith, 28 years old, of 9 Pell 
Street. 

P* 2. Post inherited considerable 
money,’’ said Inspector Russell last night, 
‘“‘and went to the slums to spend it. He 
became attached to this Lulu Smith, who 
has lived in Chinatown for the last twelve 
years, and is wholly typical of the girls 
who make their home in that locality. 
Before the shooting of Dr. Post he had 
treated her teeth, charging her $40 for the 
work, which she paid him. | 

** She had protested later, however, that | 
the price was too high, and on the day 
of the shooting had gone to Post’s office 
to demand some of the money back. 
There she found another young woman of 
Chinatown, May Mansell, who has a 
prison record for shoplifting. The pres- 
ence of the Mansell woman and the fact 
that Dr. Post refused to return her any 





of the money enraged Lulu Smith, and she} 
left vowing speedy vengeance. 


Met the Man for the Work. 


‘** At her very door she met Jack Dalton, 
alias John Brady. She informed him that 
May Mansell, to whom he was attached, 
was at Dr. Post’s office. Dalton was 
quick to act. Getting a ‘ pal,’ John Rice, 
the two went at once to Dr. Post’s office, 
acompanied by Lulu Smith. There they 
found May Mansell and Dr. Post smoking 


opium. The visitors went in, and Dalton 
carefully closed the door after seeing that 
no one was following them. Then he said 
to the dentist: 

‘** Now I have got you right.’ Then the 
two men proceeded to strip the dentist 
of all his clothes. Post who was an in- 


not resist, and when they had all his 
clothes off Dalton pulled a revolver from 
his pocket and said to him, ‘I am going 
to give it to you now.’ 

** May Mansell pleaded with Dalton not 
to shoot the dentist, but the young man 
paid no attention to her. Then Post said 
to Dalton, ‘ Don’t give it to me with that, 
your fists will do. 

“ Dalton paid no attention to the plead- 
ings and pushed the dentist over on a 
couch, The others stood about the room 
and looked on as Dalton placed his 
weapon against the lower part of Post's 
abdomen and fired a shot. The dentist 
cried out, but remained conscious. Then 
Dalton fired another shot into him in the 
same spot. 


Dying Man Smoking Cigarette. 


‘Dalton and Rice then went away, but 
later came back. While they were out 





Lulu Smith went for Dr. Weinstock in 
Oliver Street and asked him to come ta 
the house. This was about 9 o’clock in

the evening, and the shooting occurred | 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. She also 
brought with her Barney Lipschitz, a 
friend, 

‘“When Dr. Weinstock arrived he found 
Post smoking a cigarette and Dalton, 
Rice, May Mansell, and Lulu Smith and 
her friend in the room with him. He saw 
that the dentist was bady hurt and ad- 
vised that he be sent to the hospital. 
Then a cab was called and the wounded 
dentist sent to the New York Hospital, 
where he died a few hours later. 

‘When Dalton learned that his victim 
had died it was 5 o’clock on the morning 
following the shooting. He and Rice got 
a cab and went to a cigar store in East 
Eleventh Street, where there was a poker 
game in progress. 

‘The two men entered the game, and 
after playing long enough to learn where 
the money about the table was, they sud- 
denly pulled revolvers and demanded that 
all in the room throw up their hands. The 
men in the place were compelled to put 
their money on the table, and the two 
young men got away with between $300 
and $400.’’ 


Dalton a Known Thief. 


Inspector Russell said his men were 
close on the track of Dalton and Rice, ex- 
pecting to have them within the next 
twenty-four hours. Lulu Smith ts being 
detained as a witness, and May Mansell is 
wanted as a witness. 

Dalton has been known to the police 
since 1902, when he was arrested as a 
thief. He was then 17 years old, 4 feet 
91%4 inches tall, and welghed 87 pounds, 
The police describe him as having darlc 


‘brown hair, brown eyes, and medium com- 


plexion. The third finger of his right 
hand is deformed, and he has @ scar in 
the right palm. 

Police Commissioner Cropsey says in his 
circular asking the arrest of Daliton: 

‘*‘ Keep a sharp lookout for this man, as 
he makes a specialty of traveling through 
the country picking pockets. Police and 
prison officials are requested to make a 
careful search of their records, as he may 
now be in their custody for the commis 
sion of some offense.’’ 

May Mansell is described as 5 feet 2% 
inches tall, weighing 114 pounds, and hav- 
ing brown hair, brown eyes, medium com- 
plexion. She is a milliner by occupation. 
The police say she is noted for her abun- 
dance of dark brown hair. When last 
seen she had a large scratch on the left 
side of her forehead.

VITERBO, Italy, March 15.—After much 
difficulty a jury was secured to-day for 
the trial of the thirty-six members of 
the Camorra who are charged in various 
degrees with the murders of their fellow 
thieves, Gennaro Cuoccolo, and the lat- 
ter’s wife, Maria Cutinelli Cuoccolo, The 
four seats left vacant when court ad- 
journed yesterday were filled during the 
forenoon, and two jurors, in addition to 
those required by law, were also sworn in. 

The afternoon session was given over 
to minor details. When the clerk of the 
court read the indictment, which is very 
lengthy, the accused. Camorrists appeared 
indifferent and at its conclusion laughed 
ironically, as though to demonstrate their 
contempt for the proceedings.

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THE DEMOCRATS AT THE EXTRA 
SESSION. 

What can the Democrats do in the 
extra session with reference to the tar- 
iff, which was the chief issue at the 
elections of last Fall? 

So far as actual legislation is con- 





cerned they can pass no measures that 
will not secure the co-operation of the 
more liberal of the Republican Senators 
and the approval of the President. For- 
tunately there are two measures of 
great, immediate, and lasting impor- 
tance and value as to which these con- 
ditions can readily be fulfilled, the joint 
resolution carrying out the reciprocity 
agreement with Canada and the Dill 
creating a permanent Tariff Commis- 
sion. As to these two matters we 
eannot imagine any real difference of 
opinion in the party as to what ought 
to be done. The resolution and the bill 
should promptly be passed without any 
amendment that can possibly delay or 
injure either one. 

But back of any actual legislation 
that the Democrats can pass or aid in 
passing, there is the question of what 
they will propose in the nature of a pro- 
gramme for the elections of next year. 
It may, indeed, turn out that in addition 
to the reciprocity agreement and the 
Tariff Commission some action could 
be taken with the aid of the progres- 
gives and the assent of the President to 
reform and reduce the wool and woolen 
schedules, and, with less probability, the 
cotton schedules and the duties on food 
If that is feasible, there is 
mo reason, political or other, why the 
Democrats should not pursue that Iine. 
It is, however, extremely unlikely that 
anything can really be accomplished in 
this direction. In that case it seems to 
be the consensus of opinion that the 
Democrats should content themselves 
with instructing the Tariff Commission 
to investigate and be ready to report 
on such branches of the tariff as they 
think best to take up at the opening of 
the regular session, and then defer all 
definite action until that time. 

Both as to the general interest of the 
country and as to the political advan- 
tage of the Democratic Party, this 
course seems the wiser. It would be a 
practical proof to the country that a 
rational and businesslike method of 
dealing with the tariff had been estab- 
lished, and that the Democratic Party, 
for so many years counted on to help 
their opponents by rash and foolish cone 
duct, are ready to follow that method. 
In the next place, and this is an ex- 
tremely practical and important ele- 
ment in the situation, if the conserva- 
tive and careful mode of dealing with 
the tariff through the investigations of 
an impartial Commission be once fairly 
grafted on our legislative procedure, the 
day of rich contributions to the Re- 
publican war chest will close forever. 
The one means of “ frying the fat” 
from the protected interests has been 
the cry that a tariff upset was impend- 
ing; that the Democrats, if they once 
got the power, would stop at nothing 
short of a complete revolution. If the 
Democrats show that they intend to 
proceed with deliberation, only on full 
information, fairly and skillfully ob- 
tained by a non-partisan Commission, 
that cry would fall on deaf ears. The 
average business man would shut his 
checkbook with a bang and take up the 
task of adjusting his affairs to an in- 
evitable but gradual change in the tar- 
ff policy of the courtry. In view of 
these prectical considerations the course 
ef the Democrats at the extra session 
would seem to be fairly well indicated.

If the 
public is to get from officials s0 cre- 
ated whole-hearted and unswerving 
service it must watch their actions 
narrowly. It gets half-hearted service 
from the majority of office holders 
whom it has not time to watch, and 
visits unsparing criticism upon some 
few whose acts come within its cog- 
nizance. From these few it compels 
good service by the force of opinion 
and through the activities of its own 
amateurish political organizations. 
Sometimes it ousts one or two from of- 
fice and replaces them with officials 
not so completely under the thumb of 
the boss. Chiefly by violent, denuncl- 
atory, and inquisitorial methods can 
anything be accomplished for good 
government under our multiplex elect- 
ive system. The hide of the present 
type of office holder is tough and cal- 
loused, his harness is weak and be- 
patched. Therefore he is scourged 
with heavy whips. 

In old and well-settled countries like 
Great Britain the elective offices are 
few. The people have time to see 
that these few offices are filled by able 
and competent men. These able men 
are elected for long terms, and fre- 
quently re-elected again and again. 
With them are lodged the powers of 
appointing all the minor officlals—a 
power which, in this country, is lodged 
tacitly with the private bosses. The 
elective officials of Great Britain’‘’s 
shires and municipalities may be trust- 
ed, encouraged, and complimented. 
Their allegiance to the public is undi- 
vided. They need no scourgings. They 
are the products of a system which we 
are beginning to copy in this country 
with gratifying results. Dx-Congress- 
man YounaG should become an advocate 
of the short ballot and of the lodg- 
ment of the powers of appointment 


with responsible officials. 
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A THEATRE IN A PARK. 

If 20,000 Greeks could behold stat- 
uesque’ open-air performances of trag- 
edy, the lines of which were called 
through megaphone attachments by 
stalking buskined players adorned with 
masks, and if they could enjoy those 
exhibitions, why should not 25,000 New 
Yorkers witness with equal pleasure 
open-air performances of the modern 
drama, which is not statuesque, the 
lines of which may not effectively be 
shouted through megaphones, which 
may be imperfectly seen and Indistinct- 
ly heard, say, by one-tenth of their num- 
ber—but staged, at all events, in one 
of the people’s parks | and advertising 
a theatrical “ star”? Somehow this 
reminds us of that cther question, 
Why is a mouse iff it spins? 

If the report is accurate that theat- 
rical agents and architects have been 
working with Park Commissioner Sro- 
veR for two months past in the fur- 
therance of any such project for this 
city, two valuable months have been 
wasted by its Commissioner of Parks 
In the amphitheatre at Athens “ Joan 
of Aro,” “ As You Like It,” and “ Chan- 
tecler” might have been enjoyed as 
howling or crowing farces, but we 
doubt whether they would aplit the ears 
of the groundlings. The architects who 
are drawing plans for this “ great out- 
of-door theatre” are not public spirit- 
ed, they care nothing about the popular 
or the artistic drama, they are not in- 
terested in dramatic plays. They ache 
to establish a precedent for the setting 
of some type of building in one of 
the parks that are reserved exclusively 
for park uses. They have been defeat- 
ed in their efforts to encroach on Cen- 
tral Park or on Bryant Park with a 
building for the National Academy of 
Design. Now this plan for a temporary 
theatre for the masses is put forward 
as “the inception” of plans for more 
permanent structures in the parks. By 
giving ear to such suggestions Commis- 
sioner Stovmr is making ridiculous his 
administration of an important city de- 
partment. 


UP TO THE GOVERNOR. 

The Civil Service Commission has 
granted the application of Controller 
SonmerR for exemptions from examina- 
tion in all cases where they were asked 
for except some soore of transfer tax 
appraisers, as to which action is de- 
ferred to another meeting. This ac- 
tion, in order to be effective, must be 
definitely approved by: the Governor, 
who has promised to give a hearing on 
the matter before reaching a decision. 

We can hardly doubt that the Gor- 
ernor will withhold his approval. Dur- 
ing the canvass and while he was seek- 
ing the votes of his fellow-citizens and 
when he was laudably anxious to con- 
vince the more intelligent and inde- 
pendent Republicans, without whose 
support he could not succeed, that no 
change for the worse would follow his 
election, he voluntarily gave two 
pledges to the public with direct refer- 











‘ence to the class of matters now re- 
‘ferred to him for decision. One pledge 
was a pretty comprehensive one: 


If I am elected Governor: the Civil 
Service Commission appointed by me 
will be in complete sympathy with the 
letter and spirit of the civil service 
law and the merit system. 


We regret to say that Mr. Dix has 
not found it feasible clearly to carry 
out this pledge. If he thought that he 








was carrying it out when he selected 
the present commission, their oonduct 
since and in this particular case, may 
well convince him that he was misied. 
The second pledge was equally defi- 
nite and is the more interesting be- 
cause it relates to his own official ac- 
tion, to the exercise of precisely the 
commanding discretion which he must 
now use. He said: 

I am in complete sympathy with the 
policy of maintaining the civil service 
as now constituted and of promoting 
the reasonable extension thereof. 

“ The ctvil service system as now con- 
stituted *™ provides that most of the 
places which Mr. Sonmpr wants taken 
out of the competittve class and left 
to his uncontrolled selection shall be 
filled only on competition and prota- 
tion; examfmations have been held; 
eligible lists exist and appointments 
have been made from them. To take 
these places out of this class, to ex- 
empt them from these established and 
practical tests, to turn them over to 
such uses as the politiclans may be 
able to induce or compel Mr. SoHMER 
to allow, surely all this is distinctly 
not “maintaining the civil service as 
now constituted,” and so far from 
“promoting the reasonable extension 
thereof,” it is reducing, crippling, and 
abandoning it. These are the very sim- 
ple and intelligible and conclusive res- 
sons why we do not think that Gov. 
Drx will give his approval to the action 
of the Ctvil Service Commission. On 
the contrary, we think he would be 
quite justified in asking the commis- 
sion to change their action, an4, if they 
failed to do so, to use his clear legal 
right of removal and new appolutment, 
in order that he may select a commis- 
sion “in complete sympathy with the 
letter and spirit of the 
law and the merit system.”

A VICIOUS LABOR BILL. 
Assembly Bill No. 474, introduced by 
Mr. GpRHARDT and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Labor and Industry, 
presses a plain intent and purpose to 
legalize the practice of boycotting in 
this State. 
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It provides: 


No agreement, combination, or con- 
tract by or between two, or more, per- 
s0ns to do or to procure to be done, or 
not to do or procure to be done, any 
act in contemplation, or furtherance, 
of any trade dispute between em- 
ployers and employés in the State of 
New York, shall be deemed as crim- 
inal, nor shall those engaged therein be 
indictable, or otherwise punishable, 
for the crime of conspiracy * * * nor 
shall any restraining order or injunc- 
tion be issued with relation thereon. 


Such boycotting agreements are now 
considered in this State criminal con- 
spiracies against the conduct of lawful 
business. This bill provides, also, that 
employers shall be prevented from en- 
gaging men to replace those who may 
be on strike: 

That it shall be unlawful for any 
company, corporation, or other em- 
ployer of labor, doing business in this 
State, by himself, themselves, its or 
their agents, or attorneys, to induce, 
influence, persuade, or engage work- 
men to change from one place to an- 
other tn this State. * * * Failure to 
state in an advertisement, proposal, or 
contract for the employment of work- 
men that there is a strike, lockout, or 
other labor trouble at the place of the 
proposed employment, when, in fact, 
such strike, lockout, or other labor 
trouble then actually exists at such 
place, shall be deemed a false adver- 
tisement and misrepresentation. 

The passages quoted, and, in fact, the 
entire text of this bill, are worded to 
place employers at the mercy of unre- 
strained labor unionism, both with re- 
spect to the manufacture and sale of 
their products and the selection of the 
men to whom they are to pay wages. 
The enforcement of its provisions would 
effectually prevent the training of bod- 
ies of first-class operatives who could 
be depended upon to maintain a high 
quality and an even quality of work. 
The bill is aimed directly at the safe- 
guards provided to every laboring man 
to sell his services in the open market. 





KNOCKING AT THE NATION’S DOOR. 
Nothing can be plainer, it would 
seem, than that renewal of reciprocity 
between the United States and the 
West Indies would make good the 
damage that withdrawal of reciprocity 
has done, according to the interesiing 
letter from Barbedos in 
TrmMES. For this there are several rea- 
sons, besides the apparent one that 
what reciprocity has done before it 
can do again. The same plan has 
been tried by our rival for the favors 
of the West Indles—Canada—and has 
had an effect the reverse of establish- 
ing mutual esteem. The mutual trade 
was stimulated, but the conditions of 
the preference were so juggled that the 
West Indies are allowed to make 
profits for the Canadians rather than 
for themselves, with natural results 
in irritation on the part of the West 
Indies. And even such success as has 
been attained in the efforts to attach 
the West Indies to Canada suffers by 
comparison with what we have done 
for trade with Cuba and Porto Rico, 
which are the envy of all their neigh- 
bor islands. It is too evident for ar- 
gument that all these islands are more 
naturally in economic and commercial 
relations with ourselves than with more 
Cistant Canada, and with their still 
more distant owners across the Atlan- 
tic. Finally, the construction of the 
Panama Canal gives these islands a 
potential value to us which they did 
not possess at the time of previous 
failures to attach them to ourselves. 
Time brings its revenges. The West 
Indies have changed their minds on 
this subject as well as ourselves. 
When, a few years ago, the United 
States sought to acquire the Danish 
West Indies there was a scandal about

the negotiations, and the loyal island- 
ers protested against the outrage of 
selling them out of their birthright. 
The bargain failed, and Denmark did 
its best to galvanize its distant wards 
into something of their ancient pros- 
perity. The attempt was a failure, and 
was followed by coquetting with both 
Germany and England, who are said 
to have received a polite intimation 
that, if the islands changed hands, 
the United States alone could be the 
new owner. Recently the islanders 
have petitioned the home Government 
to sell them into the citizenship which 
before they resisted. Denmark's pres- 
ent frame of mind may be gathered 
from the fact that the last year’s 
accounts showed income from the isl- 
ands of 423,550 francs, and expenses 
619,750, after a prolonged period 
of futile attempts to revive ancient 
prosperity. 

The prospects are better now than 
then, because there is no scandal now, 
and the United States can make a bar- 
gain without feeling that they are ac- 
quiring reluctant and perhaps rebel- 
lious subjects. There are several rea- 
sons why the acquisition is desirable. 
The islands are not prosperous, but 
they can be made so. It is the failure 
ef Denmark’s best efforts to produce 
results like the prosperity of Porto 
ico which has altered the islanders’ 
disposition. The islands are desir- 
able both because they are convenient 
to the Panama Canal and are the 
cable ganglion of the West Indies. Be- 
sides, each island which we acquire 
makes it easier to get others. At the 
present time efforts hardly less than 
desperate are being made to revive the 
attachment of the British West Indies 
to the Empire. Jamaica, the largest, 
politically most loyal, and most valu- 
able, openly resists these commercial 
blandishments from the Dominion, 
plainly declaring that its profits We 
with the United States as certainly as 
its allegiance lies with the Empire. 

There can be but one result to such 
divided interests. Ultimately profits 
and loyalty lle together, as the Dan- 
ish West Indies have discovered and 
admitted, and as even Canada pos- 
sibly will discover in the fullness of 
time despite its indignation at sug~ 
gestions that its primary economic tn- 
terests cannot possibly lle across the 
ocean. It is not worth while to make 
much fuss about the nice little islands 
whose loyal inhabitants wish to trans- 
fer their allegiance, but if that is the 
way they feel about it we might as 


jwell admit the compliment involved 


and throw no obstacles in their way of 
doing now on their own motion whet 
they refused to do on ours such a little 
while ago. 

As regards the wider situation in the 
Caribbean, it is worth while to re- 
mark that our indifference contrasts 
strongly with the keenness shown else- 
where. For example, there is now 
pending a proposal to subsidize a 
steamship service between ‘England 
and its West Indies via Canadg, con- 
ditioned upon neglect to call at United 
States ports. It is needless to empha- 
size the British action based upon the 
perception that the British West Indies 
will drift away from the British con- 
nection unless an artificial correction 
is applied promptly. At a time when 
our indifference is apparent, and the 
talk of reciprocity fills the air, it 
might be well to include the West In- 
dies in general in our programma.

ties. GRAHAME-WHITE, who protested the 
judges’ award of this prize to the Isate 
JouHN B. Morsant, finds that he, too, hed 
been guilty of a technical misdemeanor. 
The wing tip of his Biériot monoplane, the 
final tribunal declares, fouled Pylon No. 5 
while settling to the ground after his 
flight 

Entry to this race required a continuous 
trial flight of one hour’s duration. Bad 
weather conditions prevailed during the 
days preceding the race, except in one 
brief interval, which was availed of by 
GRAHAME-WHrIrTEe and Count DE LESSEPs. 
This requirement was impdsed, of course, 
to promote the success of the show con- 
ducted by the Aero Club of America at 
Belmont Park, not as a test to the fa- 
mous entrants. No one questioned Mor- 
SANT’S capacity for a sustained flight in 
fair weather, and GRAHAME-WHITh, him- 
self, acquiesced in the tacit waiving of 
this clause by the judges. He neither pro- 
tested before the race nor after it, unttl 
the judges had refused his petition to be 
offered another opportunity to round the 
statue in MOISANT’S company. Since then 
his speedier rival has been plunged to 
death during an exhibition flight. Count 
DB Lesszps, the slowest of the three con- 
testants, wins the prize. From his un- 
sportsmanlike appeal GRANHAME-WHITE 
reaps a barren victory. But since Mor- 
SANT was permitted fn good faith to risk 
his life in the race, we should not be sur- 
prised if his estate should now appeal to 
the civil courts for the prize money.

He testifies that the tender shoots when 
cooked are delicious, and that, mixed with 
50 per cent. of wheat flour, or half-and- 
half with any granulated wheat food, it 
makes an excellent breakfast food and 
bread of even quality.

He has 
framed a measure that the usurious lend- 
ers upon the salaries and wages of poor 
men, doing a business fin this city ag- 
gregating millions annually, will not like 
and will vigorously though secretly op- 
pose. It provides, in brief, that the “* loan 
sharks’* may not collect directly from 
the employer the salary or wages due to 
any employé, or to be earned by him in 
the future. Such wages “ shall be paid by 
such employer to his employé,” notwith- 
standing the existence of a contract, as- 
signment, agreement, or note, making it 
over to the money lender. 

This is a salutary measure, Most of 
the profits of the “loan sharks” are 
gained by trickery, For their loans they 
may charge no more than the legal rate 
of interest, 6 per cent.; so thelr contracts 
are worded in the form of promissory 
notes, or otherwise, making it appear that 
the exactions of from 100 to 800 per cent. 
interest are payments for service rendered 
or value received. The luckless borrow- 
ers rarely understand to what degree they 
have cnmeshed themselves until they be- 
gin to flutter in the net. Their em- 
ployers are bound to hand over their 
means of existence to the usurers. Sen- 
ator Graby’s bill would make such con- 
tracts void.

FACULTY’S INSURRECTION. 





Asks That a Full and Thorough In- 
vestigation Be Had. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ? 

As a graduate of Columbia University 
who has kept in close touch with its 
activities and is jealous of its fair fame, 
I am overwhelmed with amazement at the 
apparent unrest and dissatisfaction mani- 
fested by the teaching force during the 
past few years. Where there is 80 much 
smoke there must be some fire. When 
a man of the international reputation of 
Prof. J. McKeen Cattell openly states 
that owing to the policy of ‘‘ dropping” 
professors and installing in their places 
men of inferior calibre the university is 
losing its prestige, and that it has already 
appreciably fallen behind several of our 
creat American universities in many {m- 
portant respects, his warning should com- 
mand respectful attention. 

It appears that at a Faoulty meeting 
last Friday Prof. Cattell introduced a 
motion providing for a committee of 
ive “to investigate and consider the 
appointment of men who shall be here- 
after appointed professors at Columbia, 
or shall be dropped from service.”’ This 
motion, according to report, was second- 
ed by Prof. Dewey, another educator of 
prominence. The motion was lost by 4@ 
vote of 16 to 12. Why should any mem- 
ber of any Faculty oppose a motion to 
throw Nght on a subject which has 50 
profoundly troubled the teaching staff 
for the last few years, and has even 
found Its way beyond academic confines? 
Why should the remaining five members 
of the English Department (from which 

Prof. Spingurn was retired) vote “en 
bite ’ against the proposed investigation? 
The latter, of all men, should have 
courted the fullest possible inquiry into 
this matter, if only to remove all sus- 
picion of their harboring any ulterjor mo- 
tive, or of benefiting in any materia! 
sense by the forced retirement of one of 
thelr associates. Of all human institu- 
tions, surely a great university should be 
anxious to purge itself of any implication 
of injustice, or of political methods of en- 
forcing the will or policy of any one man 
or set of men, Let us have light. 

Mr. “George M. Stratton, writing in At- 
lantic Monthly, Vol. 100, Page 1,907, says: 
‘The Faculty alone should normally have 
the power to dismiss its own members.’’

MOTION PICTURE SHOWS. 


The Societies Working for Thelr Bet- 
terment Are In Accord. 


To the Editor of The New York Timcs: 

In your issue of this (Tuesday) morning an 
article headed ‘* Two-Sided Attack on Picture 
Shows * would indicate that the Children’s 
Society and the Conference on Motion Pictures 
are at variance. Such a condition, however, 
does not exist, In support of this statement 
let me say that some two years ago an agita- 
tion was started against motion picture shows 
in which many of the moral and humane so- 
cleties participated. Among those interasted 
at that time was the Children’s Society. <A 
later growth of this agitation was the organ- 
ization of the National Board of Censorship, 
which undertook the work of censoring films, 
investigating local conditions, and fostering 
educational features of the business. About 
nine months ego, having accumulated data 
relating to 850 of these show-places, tt was 
found impossible to take severe or drastio ac- 
tion, without jeopardizing the board’s rela- 
tions with the film manufacturers, hence for 
the time the anticipated attack was withheld 
until the situation could be readjusted. 

The readjustment resulted in a divorcee of 
interests, as many of the societies then con- 
stituting the board saw the necessity for rig- 
orous supervision of the show places. The re- 
organized Board of Censorship continued to 
censor films, and to conserve the trade fnter- 
ests of the organized manufacturers. A new 
organization, known as ‘‘ The Conference on 
Motion Pictures,’’ was organized in the early 
part of last Fall, (1910,) with representatives 
from the Children’s Aid Soolety, Brooklyn 
Recreation Committee, Woman’s Municipal 
League, Pubdlic Bducation Society, Society for 
the Prevention of Crime, Federation of Men's 
Clubs, and others. This organization has had 
as its object the Improvement of moral and 
physical condftions in the local motion picture 
shows. At no time in !ts history has its 
members, or the organization represented, heen 
at variances on the contrary, it has acted in 
heartiest accord, and as rapidly as conditions 
warranted, for the interests it conserved. 

The conference appreciates the necessity for 
judicial investigation into existing conditions 
and has appeared before the Roard of Alder- 
men on three occasions for this purpose, It 
recognizes the fact that many needed improve- 
ments have been made during the past two 
years, notable among thesa lighting condi- 
tions, but these are only at the beginning; 
there is still need of vast improvement, The 
most flagrant abuses at present are over- 
crowding, and the admission of unaccompanted 
mtnors. This latter vicious practice is a con- 
stant renace to our youth, and especially to 
young girls. Looking toward a readjustment 
of the conditions existing !n motion picture 
shows the Conference on Motion Pictures 
sent to the Board of Aldermen, at its request, 
a succinct statement of conditions. At the 
present time the various societies, which form 
the conference, are in heartiest accord, and 
will continue its carnpaign with vigor so soon 
as the bill introduced by Alcéerman Ralph 
Folks is reported out by the Committes on 
Rules.

LITTLE SOUALL HITS 
FOREGASTER SCARR 


Blows Up from Washington, 


Bringing a Report of New 
Weather Bureau Quarters. 


SUNSHINE 


IN ITS WAKE 





Forecaster Calmly Says He Doesn't 
Mean to be Shifted to the 
New Barge Office. 


District Forecaster James H. Scearr, 
whose business it is to determine storm 
centres, found that he was himself the 
centre of a@ little tempest of misunder- 
standing for an hour or so yesterday af- 
ternoon, 

The squall came briskly out of the 
south, moving rapidly from Washington 
with indications of prolonged uncertainty, 
accompanied by sharply rising tempera- 
in the offices of the afternoon 
newspapers. Being used to nandling 
storms, however, Forecaster Scarr handled 
this particular one of his own with his 
accustomed imperturbability. He made 
his calculations rapidly and informed 
the public just what the result of the 
storm wes going to be. Then he ieaned 
back in his easy-chair on the twen- 
tieth floor of the skyscraper at 100 Broad- 
way and waited for the squall io blow 
over. 


“Just a little flurry of misunderstand- 
Ing—perhaps in Washington. Bi it I won’t 
be sure of that until I get furtner ad 
vices,”” he told a Tro«ns cepeete- 

The “little flurry of misunderstanding ” 
which centred around Mr. Scarr was @ 
rumor from Washington that quarters in 
the new Barge Office, which the Treasury 
Department is going to build at South 
erry, were to be prepared for him. Mr, 
Scarr, on the other hand, signed a leas@ 
for new quarters in the Whitchail Bulld-} 
ing several weeks ago. The Treas ury De- 
partment architects have baen preparing 
plans for the new Barge Office for aboug 
two years. It is to cover an area 210 
by 217 feet, taking fn the present buil4- 
ings and extonding from the Staten Island 
Ferryhouse to the boat landing west of 
the present Barge Office. It will be @ 
three-story structure in the renaissance 
style, and will probably have a tower on 
top of it 258 feet high. The question as 
to whether the local United States 
Weather Bureau is to occupy this tower 
was what started the flurry at 100 Broa 
wey. 

The news came up from Washington fy 
the afternoon that, according to the 
Treasury Department architect’s plana, 
this tower was to be occupied by Mn, 
Scarr and his elaborate weather forecast~ 
ing apparatus. Reporters from all tha 
newspapers hurried out to see the fore 
caster and ask him about it. 

“The new Barge Office isn’t going ta 
be my new home,” announced Mr. Scare 
firmly. **‘ I’ve already signed a contract 
with the Whitehall Building Company to 
occupy the entire south side of their top 
story—8,000 square feet of floor space. 
I’ve arranged to have a steel tower built 
on top of the building’s water tank to 
hang the storm signals on—75 feet high. 
I’m going to move in on May 1, and 
when I once move in I’m _ going to stay. 
I'm going to stay there twenty-five years. 
I don’t want to have the continuity of my 
records broken up by continued moving. 
I don’t want to subject my instruments to 
new exposures every year or two. I am 
going to stay there until I’m ordered 
out. Perhaps I had better express myself 
more diplomatically and say that it is 
my understanding that I am to occupy 
the quarters in the Whitehall Bultlding 
permanently.” 

The first that Mr. Scarr heard of the 
plan to move him into the new Barge Of- 
fice Building when it is completed was 
about a year ago. All he learned of it 
then, he sald, was the mere statement 
he saw in an official letter to the effect 
that there would be quarters for him 
there. . The forecaster and the Weather 
Bureau, however, are in a peculiar posi- 
tion. e Weather Bureau is under the 
Denastnant of Agriculture. But it has 
always been the habit of the Government 
to tuck it away with its forecaster and 
his apparatus on the top floor of any 
building that was handy. 

The Weather Bureau has been on the 
top floor of 100 Broadway for twelve 
vears. was considered a fine sky- 
scraper when it was built. But it’ has 
pre 4 been overtopped by so many 
other higher structures that Forecaster 
Scarr is sometimes uncertain whether the 
wind ts blowing twenty miles an hour or 
ten or whether it is coming from the east 
or from the north. 1en he asxed to 
be moved elsewhere he “was told that 
there would be a place for him in the 
new Custom House which was then being 
erected. When the new Custom House 
was completed he moved some %f his ap- 
paratns in, but had.to move it all out 
again because the Treasury Department 
unexpectedly decided that it wanted all 

he space for itself. This put the \Veather 
Bureau to a lot of expense and Forecaster 
Scarr to a lot of inconvenience. 

‘In view of my previous experience 
with the Treasury Department J didn’t 
feel that I could take their intimation of 
quarters in the new Barge Office as a cere 
tainty,’ said Mr. Scarr.

MOURN THEIR FRIEND 


A. J. Teller Helped Many to an 
Education and to Bet- 
ter Things.

WAS ONLY A BOOKKEEPER 





Many of Those He Alded, Now Profes- 
sional Men, Attend Funeral and 
Propose @Memorlal to Him. 





Albert J. Teller, a young man who, in 
business, reached only the position of an 
obscure bookkeeper, is to be-remembered 
permanently in a memorial prize for de- 
badging, to be offered by the Young. Men's 
H@®brew Association, in whose debating 
society Teller figured extensively for 
twelve years preceding his death last Sat- 
urday. 

Teller, then a ragged boy of the streets, 
first entered the association in 1899. He 
obtained gymnasium privileges and com- 
menced to study in the night school. 
Then, as he was unemployed, his name 
went on the application file, and soon 
he had work as a bookkeeper. He 
lived with his father and two sisters at 
52 East 131st Street. As his wages were 
increased’ to a point where he could do 
more for them and life loomed larger to 
him he became anxious to help other 
boys to the same advantages he had en- 
joyed. In this he became active over a 
decade ago. Boys whom he induced to 
enter a debating society, a Sunday 
school, and an Improvement Circle are 
now lawyers, doctors, or hold responsible 
positions in large concerns. 

As they left the east side to take col- 
lege courses, pressing forward into com- 
mercial lines, Teller stuck to his book- 
keeping and gave all his spare time to 
helping new groups of younger children. 

Last Friday Teller attended a meeting | 
of one of these groups, composed of girls 
between the ages of eight and fourteen 

and the next day he was killed 

trying to leave his employer's 
building by way of the fire escape. A 
night watchman Jad locked him in, not 
knowing that he had remained to work 
upon his books.,_ 

At his funeral service Tuesday there 
Was present a group of young men of his 
own age who had been members of the 
debating society he had kept alive for the 
first five yeers of his work. And there 
were many children with tear-filled eyes 
to sympathize with each other for the 
loss of the man who had organized read- 
ing circles, improvement societies, and 
outing clubs for them 

The older men combined yesterday to 
initiate a movement to commemorate 
fittingly their associate’s services. They 
decided to re&me after him a debating so- 
clety of fourteen-year-olders; to place a 
tablet to his memory in a new building 
to be dedicated in May, for the use of 
graduates of the association now organ- 
ized for youngsters, and to give his name 
to one of the Sunday school picnic clubs 
he led last Summer to Pelham Bay Park 
and Silver Bay Park. 

The youngsters to whom Teller’s death 
meant the sudden removal of an inspiring 
teacher and friend lived mostly in the 
congested and largely neglected district 
from First to Third Avenues, between 
BFighty-sixth and 110th Streets.

Oanadian Pacific and Erie. 

The Canadian Pacific, which has sev- 
eral times been credited in the last few 
years with a desire to extend its hold on 
American railroads, was reported yes- 
terday to be a possible purchaser of the 
Erie control. The report was not new, 
and it was noted by those who put it side 
by side with the market record of the 
day, that while Canadian Pacific showed 
a net gain of 2% points, the Erie stocks, 
which were very dull, either closed un- 
changed or with a net loss. The Cana- 
dian Pacific, through the acquisition of 
the Wisconsin Central, obtained a new 
line to Chicago, and at that point it 
reaches the western terminus of the Erie 
Railroad, which would supply it with a 
direct entrance to New York capable of 
far more extensive development than the 
indirect road to this city which the Cana- 
dian Pacific obtained in a limited way 
through its arrangement with the New 
Haven, a relationship which proved far 
from pleasing to some of the lines in the 
Trunk Line territory. The Erie is only 
one of several roads which the Canadian 
Pacific has, from time to time, been cred- 
ited with a desire to acquire.

Easier Money Despite Cash Outflow. 


Reports of further cash shipments to 
the interior yesterday and the loss of 
$780,000 by the banks to the Sub-Treas- 
ury, bringing the total loss since last 
Friday up to a figure about twice as 
large as a week ago, increased interest 
yesterday in the showing to be made by 
the banks at the close of the week. Cash 
movements, so far as they have come to 
the surface, suggest a substantial de- 
crease in the cash held by the banks, but, 
on the other hand, the easier rates for 
time money for the last two days offer 
a directly opposite suggestion. This ap- 
parent conflict between the movement 
of interest rates and the movement of 
cash would, under ordinary conditions, 
suggest that the weekly showing of the 
banks would fail to bear out the current 
indications of the cash movements; but 
it must be borne in mind that the surplus 
reserve has been very large compared 
with that of a year ago, and thus a de- 
crease in interest rates may not be incon- 
sistent with an actual decrease in cash 
holdings.

May Have Places on Paris Bourse. 

Efforts are being made to obtain the 
listing of Atchison on the Bourse in 
Paris, and report yesterday also had it 
that negotiations are under way for the 
listing of American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company stock. These plans have 
not yet progressed to the point at 
which those most closely identified with 
the property are even willing to admit 
that the listing of these stocks on the 
Paris Bourse is likely, but it is known 
that hopes are entertained that the ef- 
forts in this direction will meet with suc- 
cess. The known difficulties of obtaining 
a place in the official list of the Paris 
Bourse influences bankers to place con- 
siderable reserve on their expectations 
of a favorable outcome of the negotia- 
tions, but meanwhile there is no hesita- 
tion at expressing the gratification which 
would be felt at the admission of these 
American issues to the French market.

American Telephone Expansion. 


The suggestion of the listing of Ameri- 
can Telephone in Paris at this time gains 
added interest from the movement which 
is known to be under way to bring about 
an alliance between the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company and many 
of the independent telephone systems. 
Negotiations to this end have beer pro- 
ceeding quietly for some time, and it Is 
believed that a considerable hope of suc- 
cess is entertained by those engaged in 
them, it being believed that there is a 
fair chance of such a combination escap- 
ing the criticism which is usually lev- 
eled against mergers which take the form 
of practical monopolies. The argument 
advanced is the familiar one that in such

ISTRIKER ON TRIAL 
FOR WARNER MURDER 


James Mulligan the First of 
Three Express Drivers to 
be Arraigned. 








SEVEN JURORS ARE SWORN 





Cases Against Two Others to be Heard 
Later—Important Witness for the 
People Reported Missing. 





James Mulligan, of 698 Third Avenue, a 
former express driver, was put on trial 
before Judge Malone in General Sessions 
yesterday for killing John C. Warner, & 
civil engineer of Highwood, Conn. War- 
ner was stabbed to death by a gang of 


strikers at Seventh Avenue and Thirty- 
seventh Street on October 31 last, and 
his death in Flower Hospital occurred 
without the police having an opportunity 
to question him. 

The whole day was spent in selecting 4@ 
jury and when court finally adjourned at 
5 o’clock only seven jurors had been ob- 
tained from the twenty-five talesmen exX~- 
amined. Three told Assistant District At- 
torney Bostwick, that under no circum- 
stances would they convict unless the 
people proved that Mulligan individualiy 
did the stabbing. Mr. Bostwick and 
Judge Malone both explained that Mulli- 
gan was not charged with the actual stab- 
bing of Warner, but with assisting others 
in the commission of the act. The three 
talesmen, however, still said that they 
could not convict a man of manslaughter 
unless it was shown that he did the kill- 
ing. They were excused. 

George B. Marx, a wagon manufacturer 
at 304 Kast 118th Street, was‘excused by 
consent, as he said he was prejudiced 
against all strikers and unlon men, and 
did not believe he could give the prisoner 
a fair trial. In reply to Samuel Koenig, 
counsel for Mulligan Marx said, that two 
years ago there had been a strike of his 
employes by which he lost much money. 
He said his life was threatened by the 
strikers. He said he would try and dispel 
the matter from his mind, but was afraid 
he could not be fair to the defendant. F

the prosecution, Arthur Taylor, ot Central 
Valley, N. Y., is missing and an alarm has 
been sent out for him. Taylor testified at 
the inquest that he had seen Warner on 
the night of the stabbing and had taken 
dinner with him. He said Warner left him 
at a restaurant in Seventh Avenue and 
later heard shouts down the street. He 
said he ran to the door of the restaurant 
and, near Thirty-seventh street, saw Mul- 
ligan grab Warner by the arm while sev- 
eral men jumped upon him. Several were 
sitting on him while a man named Alfred 
Langione stabbed him several times. 

Taylor was released after promising the 
District Attorney to return and testify at 
the trial. He was last heard of in Phila- 
delphia, where he was acting in a play 
called ‘‘ The Indian.’’ He has ieft 
the play, however, and has not been 
heard of since. 

The killing of Mr. Warner has aroused 
great interest. He was a young civil en- 
gineer in the employ of the Fidelity 
Funding Company, having an office in 
the Times Building. On the night of the 
stabbing he was walking down Seventh 
Avenue clad in a hunting suit and carry- 
ing a shotgun, as he was bound for the 
Pennsylvania station, intending to go duck 
shooting. Several of the striking drivers 
mistook him for a strike breaker and 
sprang upon him. 

PAfter this assailants fled, Warner 
dragged himself five blocks to Forty- 
second Street, and while telling a police- 
man of the assault fell unconscious. He 
was sent to Flower Hospital, where he 
lay for some time dying, no report being 
made to the police about the seriousness 
of his condition. 

Deputy Commissioner Flynn, who set 
men to work investigating the murder, 
found Warner's shotgun in the strikers 
headquarters and arrested Mulligan and 
Peter J. O’Connor. Both denied that they 
had committed the act, and after many 
arrests Mulligan identified Alfred Lan- 
gione as the man who had done the act- 
ual stabbing. 

Altogether, six men were arrested. Be- 
sides Mulligan, Langione, and O'Connor 
they were Charles J. Hanson, Edwar 
Hirschfield, and Charles Kleiman. On 
Jan 5 all were arraigned before Coroner 
Hallenstein, and though a jury, composed 
of Second Avenue residents, freed the 
prisoners, Coroner Hallenstein held them 
for the Grand Jury. , 

The Grand Jury indicted Mulligan, Lan- 
gione, and O’Connor for manslaughter 
in the first degree. The three men asked 
for separate trials, and Mulligan's is the 
first. Hanson, Hirschfield, and Kleiman 
have not been indicted, but are still held 
in the Tombs as witnesses. 


FINDS BOY DEAD IN SCHOOL. 


John Boyle, janitor of Public School 1380 
at Fort Hamilton Avenue and Ocean 


Parkway, Brooklyn, arrived at the school 
at seven A. M. yesterday and started £o 
make his customary round of inspection 
of the class rooms. He found things all 
right, but before descending the stairs to 
look after his fires in the basement, some- 
thing prompted him to open the door of a 
retiring room. 

There he found two school boys, Ste- 
phen Doyle and James Nujent, apparent- 
ly fast asleep. A gas stove was burning 
brightly, but gas was escaping from a 
leak. The janitor quickly discovered that 
the Doyle boy was dead. The Nujent boy 
was breathing faintly. 

Boyle summoned Dr, Edward G. Hynes 
of 80 Ocean Parkway and Father Mc- 
Grath, rector of the Church of the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary. Father Mc- 
Grath gave the last rites of the church 
to the Nujent boy, who was then re- 
moved to the Kings County Hospital. It 
was said last night that he would die. 

There was a lecture in the school on 
Tuesday night. The Doyle boy helped the 
janitor prepare the room for it. He com- 
plained of feeling ill, and was advised t6 
go home. Boyle thinks the boy must have 
secreted himself in the room and later let 
his companion in. 

Mrs. Doyle said the —- sold papers, 
and as they were frequently out late she 
was not worried when her son failed to 
return home. The police are investigating 
the case.

The will of Mrs. Annie Tiffany Cutting, 
who died on Jan. 26 at her home, 276

“PROGRESS” ON SUBWAYS. 


Conferrees May Get Down to Real Pro- 
posais Next Week, Says McAneny. 


The Public Service Commission, the 
Board of Estimate Committee and the In- 
terborough committee held yesterday 4n- 
other subway conference, which wound up 
with the customary crop of rumors and 
the customary variance of explanations 
from the officials participating. , 

President Shonts of the Interborough 


said, that in the language of the small 
child playing hide and seek, the conferrees 
were ‘‘ getting warm,” and referred fur- 
ther inquiry to President McAneny of the 
Borough of Manhattan. Mr. McAneny 
began by saying, as usual, that “progress 

had been made, and that by next week 
the conference might get down to con- 
sidering specific suggested modifications 
of the Interborough’s proposals. He said 
further that the joint committee was pre- 
paring to take up the B. R. T. offer in the 
same detail with which the Interborough 
had been considered, and as this offer is 
confessedly predicated upon the _ Inter- 
borough’s offer, that put the whole mat- 
ter up in the agqir. > 

Another member of the conference sald 
that the Interborough representatives had 
shown in the last day or two more dispo- 
sition to consider concessions than in the 
previous conferences, but he would not 
venture to predict whether or not this dis- 
position would continue or vanish when 
the city’s representatives got down to pro- 
posals to modify the Interborough’s offer. 

From still another source, the impres- 
sion was gained that, while the erstire 
ground of the subway situation had been 
covered in the conferences already held, 
the representatives of the various inter- 
ests were still in a position where none 
of them could tell what the other might 
finally decide to do. 

The Public Service Commission received 
yesterday a letter from an irate of ficial 
of a Bronx property owners’ association 
wanting to know if the Commission was 
not going to fix some time after which 
it would not consider any further subway 
propositions, in the interest of getting 
developments some time within_the life- 
time of the present generation. The Com- 
mission gave out the letter without com- 
ment. 


APPROVES DRAMA IN PARKS. 


Commissioner Stover Plans a Water- 
front Amphitheatre for Public Use. 


Park Commissioner Stover said yester- 
day that he was heartily in favor of the 
plan of Charles Frohman and Miss 
Maude Adams to give open-air perform; 
ances in one of the city parks this sea- 
son if possible. He approves a_ site for 
the outdoor performance in_ Revirside 
Park, St. Nicholas Park, Highbridge 
Park, or COlonial Park. 

Mr. Stover said he would insist that un- 
der no circumstances should an admis- 
sion fee be charged. He said the depart- 
ment had an experience of this kind a dec- 
ade ago which resulted in a scandal. He 
favored “‘ Joan of Arc”’ as the play to be 
presented. ‘Ihe policy to be adopted in 
admitting the public would be_ ‘*' first 
come, first served.’ There woud be no 
expense to the city, Mr. Frohman having 
agreed to erect seats for 25,000 persons 
and supply costumes and players. 

Commissioner Stover said he had pre- 
pared plans for a large amphitheatre to 
be erected On land reclaimed along Riv- 
erside Drive between 105th and 116th 
Streets. The plans call for a building 
110 feet high and 700 feet long and open 
toward the river. The seating capacity 
will be 100,000. It could be used for 
dramatic plays, concerts, athletic events, 
or baseball, and furnish a place from 
which to view water pageants. 

“When the amphitheatre is completed, 
said the Commissioner, ‘‘every time 2 


Dewey returns from Manila we will have 


a place to welcome him,” 

The Commissioner said also that he had 
plans for a smaller building, capable of 
seating 10,000 persons, in which outdoor 
performances could be given. He ex- 
pects to have it completed within two 
years. He said he was opposed to per- 
nitting the use of Central Park or any 
other park in the heart of the city for 
stage performances. 


NOBLE SURGEON HERE. 


Dr. Carminati Was Wounded Twelve 
Times in the Abyssinian War. 


Cavaliert Dr. Giacomo Rostelli Carmi- 
nati, Duca di Brambilla, has been at the 
Hotel Majestic for the last two months, 


and has been operating without fees in 
the Italian Hospital, 169 West Houston 
Street. He was formerly an army Ssur- 
geon, and was wounded twelve times 
during the Abyssinian campaign. 

In the battle of Adua he was with a 
detachment of 360 men, who were sur- 
rounded by 5,000 Abyssinian warriors.

WHAT AILS DOCTORS 





Magazine Writers Discuss Some 
of the Reforms They Would 
Have Profession Consider. 





DEFENSE FOR  VIVISECTION 





Norman Hapgood Thinks It Has 
Worked Wonders and That the 


Public Shouldn't Interfere. 





The Liperal Club, organized several 
years ago by Lincoln Steffens and Charles 
Edward Russell when the ‘‘ muckrakers ”’ 
were getting to the front, Hstened to a 
four-cornered debate at a club dinner at 
the Hotel St. Denis lJast night on ‘‘ What’s 
Wrong with the Doctors?” 

Upton Sinclair, novelist and fast-cure 


advocate, was on hand to lead in telling 
where the doctors were at fault. Dr. 
Woods Hutchinson made a humorous re- 
ply to his thrusts at the profession. Nor- 
man ilapgood was champion for the doc- 
tors. He said that more than any other 
sate ee they have pushed orward 
umanity’s cause. ! 

‘* The trouble,’’ said Mr. Hapgood, “isn’t 
that the doctors’ are not open-minded, but 
that the public is not open-minded. There 
is an attitude of uninformed distrust on 
the public’s part toward the doctors that 
is full of grave danger to us al The pro- 
fession has more than doubled the average 
length of human life within the period 
since we have had reasonably complete 
statistics. 

‘Just now an anti-vivis@&ction bill at 
Albany menaces the profession, and men- 
aces all of us. New York has done more 
within three years to forward medical re- 
search than England has in all its history. 
Meningitis, once a dreaded scourge, has 
been reduced from 60 per cent. of fatali- 
ties to 6 or 8 per cent. Dr. Flexner could 
not have done the work that produced this 
result if the uninformed public had been 
allowed to exercise its ‘ butt-in’ attitude 
i goatee as has been the case in Enge- 
and. 

‘“*I do not think a few cat-loving ladies 
and a clergyman and a detective should 
have a right to say to Dr, Flexner wheth- 
er he shail or shan’t use his guinea pigs 
and monkeys to find a cure for cancer. 
The passing of the present anti-vivisec- 
tion bill would be an infinite misfortune.”’ 

Samuel Hopkins Adams held that the 
medical profession was wrong in not 
standing more firmly together for its own 
interests and the interests of the public 
and against doctors who still take refuge 
in the old fallacy that doctors must live 
in a more rarified atmosphere than the 
rest of us, and must safeguard medical 
secrets.

NO OFFER FOR WATER FRONT. 


But Mr. Bush of Terminal Company 
Doesn’t Oppose City Control. 


Irving T. Bush, President of the Bush 
Terminal Company, denied yesterday a re- 
port that he had made a tentative offer 
to the city for the sale of any of the 
company’s property along the South 
Brooklyn water-front. The property, 


which is valued at $40,000,000, consists 
of piers, warehouses, and a terminal rail- 
way connecting all parts of the plant with

An interlocutory decree of divorce in 
favor of Amanda F. Lauterbach against 
Edward F. Lauterbach was signed yester- 
day by Supreme Court Justice Giegerich. 
The court ordered all the papers in the 


case sealed, after announcing its approval 
of the findings of Referee Edward S.

Referee Clinch found that Mrs. Lauter- 
bach had sustained her charges against 
her husband, who, under the terms of the 
decree, is forbidden to marry in this State 
during his wife’s lifetime. The Wauter- 
bachs were married on Jan. 10, 1870. 
Litigation between Mr. and Mrs. Lauter- 
bach has occupied the calendars of the 
Supreme Court of this county for several 
vears. The most recent: action was based 
on an alleged trust. In this suit Mr. 
Lauterbach’s daughters joined with him 
; to compel Mrs. Lauterbach to account for 
the income of property alleged to have 
been given to her by her husband In trust 
er the daughters. This suit is still pend- 
ng. 

Another action in which the Lauter- 
bachs appeared was a damage suit for 
the death of their son, who was killed 
by a locomotive while riding in an auto- 
mobile. This suit was amicably adjusted. 
From time,.to time there have been hints 
of separati6n actions between the Lauter- 
bachs, and Mrs. Lauterbach has made 
charges that she was humillated by her 
husband’s public appearances with other 
women.
